read  at  the  meeting  held  Apr.   17tti,  1828. 

"Owing  to  one  oeculiar  situation  or  bhq 
$61  YorK  Asylum     for  Lvins-in    Women,  the 
Managers  oresent  to  its  Patrons  and  Friends 
a  very  brief    statement    of  what  has  been 
done  during  the  year,    and    its  oresent 
orosoects. 

"On  the  1st  of  May,  1825°  having  with- 
drawn from  the  New  Y crk  Hospital,  and  tne 
Sauare  Ward  being  still  open  for  the  re- 
ception of  the  same  class  of  Datients,  it- 
was  thought  inexpedient  to  coen  another 
Institution,  In  Beteftfeer  last,  M>e  funds 
of  the  Society  amounting  tc  |g, 056. £1  Will 
placed  in  the  hanas  of  Mr.  Thomas  Darling, 
for  his  note  payable  at  six  months  with  le- 
gal interest,  secured  by  a  certificate  for 
sixty  shares  in  the  caoital  stock  of  the 
North  "River  Bank;  the  shares  valued  at 
$50*00  each. 

"ON  the  ?6tn  of  the  same  month  a  special 
meeting  was  called,  on  account  of  informa- 
tion having  been  received,  that  the  Square 
Ward  in  the  Hospital  was  closed.  Whereupon 
Resolved,  that  it  is  necessary  to  oroviae 
suitable  acconmodations  for  destitute, re- 
soectable  women  during  the  periode  of  their 


conf  inement .  A  ^©aiffiittee  was  then  appointed 
to  carry  the  abov&  resolutions  into  effect. 
A  house  in  Greene  Street  has  been  taken  at 
a  rent  of  276  Dol.  per  annum,  several  ar- 
ticles 'provided  for  the  use  of  the  house, 
and  a  Matron  engaged. 

"The  members  of  the  Society  will  thus 
-perceive  the  reason  why  their  subscriptions 
have  not  been  called  for  during  the  year; 
and  our  present  necessity. 

"At  last  may  we  all  be  amon^  that  happy 
number  to  whom  it  snail  be  said,  'I  was  a 
stranger,  and  ye  took  me  in;  sick,  and  ye 
Visited  me;  naked,  and  ye  clothed  me;  inas- 
much as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the 
least  of  these  my  brethren  ye  have  none  it 
unto  me.,n     (Minutes,  Vol.1,  P. 61.)

FIFTH  REPORT. 


In  presenting  their  fifth  Annual  Report,  the  Managers 
of  the  Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women,  have  the  satis- 
faction to  state,  that  the  last  year  has  afforded  additional 
evidence  of  the  importance  and  necessity  of  this  Insti- 
tution, in  the  great  and  rapidly  increasing  population 
of  our  city. 

During  the  last  year,  31  patients  have  been  received 
into  the  Asylum.  Of  which  number,  27  have  been 
confined  with  living  children,  and  there  has  been  one 
still  birth.  These,  together  with  one  remaining  in  the 
house  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  make  the 
whole  number  of  births  twenty-nine. 

The  Women  without  exception  have  done  well, 
and  have  had  rapid  recoveries.  Of  50  who  have  been 
discharged  from  the  house,  the  two  years  the  Institu- 
tion has  existed  in  its  present  form,  23  have  obtained 
places  as  wet  nurses  in  respectable  families:  a  fact, 
which  shows  the  importance  of  the  Institution,  inde- 
pendent of  the  benefits  conferred  upon  the  immediate 
objects  of  our  charity. 

Most  of  the  children  have  been  vaccinated  previous 
to  their  being  discharged,  agreeable  to  a  standing  rule 
of  the  house. 

Several  of  the  women  who  have  sought  refuge  in 
the  Asylum,  have  been  reduced  to  extreme  want  and 
suffering,  by  the  sudden  death  of  their  husbands. 
Others  were  individuals  who  have  been  treated  with 
cruelty  and  abandoned  in  great  poverty,  by  intemperate.

and  depraved  husbands ; — and  some  were  foreigners 
recently  arrived  in  our  country,  without  friends,  and 
in  a  state  of  wretched  destitution  and  penury.  Two 
or  three  cases  have  occurred  of  women  having  been 
unexpectedly  taken  ill,  under  circumstances  which 
would  probably  have  subjected  them  to  great  suffering, 
if  not  to  peril  of  life,  had  they  not  found  shelter  in  the 
Asylum. 

It  may  not  be  improper  to  mention  the  circum- 
stances of  one  or  two  cases,  to  show  the  importance 
of  suitable  provision  being  made  for  the  safety  and 
welfare  of  the  class  of  persons,  which  it  is  our  design 
to  relieve. 

Mrs.  C  ,  applied  for  admission  on  the  13th  of 

Sept.  Her  husband  had  worked  seven  years  in  the 
employment  of  Mr.  P  ,  one  of  our  most  respecta- 
ble mechanics.  Some  time  previous,  he  was  taken  ill 
with  bilious  fever,  and  died  after  a  short  illness.  His 
death  was  hastened,  if  not  wholly  caused,  by  a  dose 
of  arsenic,  which,  through  mistake,  was  sold  by  an 
apothecary.    The  Visiting  Committee  found  her  in  a 

room  in  C  street,  the  use  of  which  had  been  given 

her  by  an  acquaintance.  Her  situation  was  very  des- 
titute, and  she  was  surrounded  by  five  small  children, 
and  expecting  every  hour  to  be  confined.  The  com- 
mittee on  inquiring  of  Mr.  P.  the  employer  of  her  hus- 
band, were  assured  that  she  was  an  industrious,  pru- 
dent woman,  who  had  kept  her  family  very  comforta- 
ble during  the  lifetime  of  her  husband  ;  but  had  been 
unable  to  save  any  thing  from  his  wages  in  conse- 
quence of  her  family  having  increased  very  fast;  and 
she  had  been  obliged  to  part  with  her  most  valuable 
articles,  to  procure  comforts  for  her  husband  during 
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his  illness.  The  committee  without  hesitation  gave 
her  permission  to  enter  the  Asylum,  and  Mr.  P.  the 
person  from  whom  the  above  particulars  were  obtained, 
kindly  offered  to  provide  for  her  children  during  her 
confinement. 

Mrs.  D  ,  applied  for  admission  on  the  11th 

December.  Her  tale  of  wo  was  calculated  to  inter- 
est the  feelings  of  a  wife  or  mother.  The  com- 
mittee had  satisfactory  reference  as  to  her  character, 
and  had  no  doubt  as  to  the  truth  of  her  state- 
ment. She  had  lived  several  years  in  Montreal,  and 
from  thence  removed  to  Albany,  where  her  hus- 
band left  her  some  time  previous,  with  four  small 
children,  and  proceeded  to  this  city  in  quest  of  em- 
ployment. After  succeeding  in  his  wishes,  he  sent 
for  her  and  his  children  to  join  him.  The  day 
they  arrived  in  the  city,  he  was  taken  ill  and  died  in 
about  two  weeks  ;  leaving  her  with  four  children,  and 
near  confinement  with  a  fifth,  wholly  dependent  on  the 
kindness,  and  charity  of  strangers. 

The  patients,  almost  without  exception,  have  ex- 
pressed much  gratitude  for  the  care  which  they  have 
received,  and  the  kind  attention  bestowed  upon  them 
while  in  the  house:  and  their  deportment,  while  in  the 
Asylum  has  been  such,  as  to  afford  the  fullest  evidence 
of  a  scrupulous  adherence  to  the  original  design  of  the 
Institution,  to  afford  relief  only  to  individuals,  of  re- 
spectable character. 

The  house  has  been  uniformly  kept  in  the  neatest 
order,  and  special  regard  paid  to  the  comfort  and  wel- 
fare of  the  patients,  by  Mrs.  Vandren,  the  Matron, 
and  the  Visiting  Committee  have  spoken  in  high  com- 
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men  elation  of  the  regularity  and  economy  of  the  esta- 
blishment throughout  the  year. 

The  Board  would  express  their  satisfaction  at  the 
assiduous  attention  which  the  patients  have  received, 
at  all  times,  from  the  attending  physicians,  Dr.  Bayles 
and  Dr.  M'Vickar,  whose  services  have  been  gratui- 
tously rendered. 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  last  Report,  that  application 
had  been  made  to  the  Legislature  of  the  state,  for  an 
act  of  incorporation.  This  was  obtained,  and  a  copy 
of  the  law  procured  in  season  to  be  published  in  the 
appendix.  The  Managers  are  encouraged  to  believe 
that  this  measure  will  insure  public  confidence  in  the 
stability  and  permanent  usefulness  of  the  Institution. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  account  of  the  Treasurer,  that 
considerable  encroachment  has  been  made  upon  the 
permanent  fund  of  the  Society  in  defraying  the  ordi- 
nary expenses.  This  was  found  absolutely  necessary, 
notwithstanding  the  economy  which  has  been  practised; 
and  the  comparatively  limited  operations  of  the  Institu- 
tion :  which  it  must  be  obvious,  on  the  least  reflection, 
are  by  no  means  sufficient  to  meet  the  urgent  wants  of 
the  community.  The  Managers  have  been  made 
painfully  sensible  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  present 
establishment,  from  having  been  obliged  to  reject  ap- 
plications, and  those  too  of  persons  in  a  state  of  suf- 
fering, to  excite  the  strongest  sympathy,  because  the 
present  accommodations  of  the  Asylum  were  not  suf- 
ficient to  afford  them  a  shelter,  with  the  inmates  al- 
ready in  the  house.  On  this  account,  the  Bc>ard  ap- 
plied some  months  since  to  the  corporation  of  the  city 
for  aid,  believing  the  Institution  had  peculiar  claims  oa 
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the  attention  of  that  body.  Their  application  was  re- 
ferred to  a  Committee,  but  no  encouragement  has  as 
yet  been  received  that  any  effectual  assistance  will,  for 
the  present,  be  afforded  by  the  city  authorities.  The 
Managers,  therefore,  feel  themselves  constrained  to  ap- 
peal to  the  benevolence  of  our  citizens;  and  to  urge 
with  no  small  degree  of  importunity,  the  necessity, 
not  only,  of  sustaining  the  Institution,  on  its  present 
footing,  but  of  so  far  enlarging  it,  as  to  provide  more 
fully  for  the  interesting  class  of  individuals,  whose  suf- 
ferings it  is  intended  to  relieve.

CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 

KEW-YOBR  ASYLUM 

FOR 

LYING-IN  WOMEN. 

Article  i. 

This  Society  shall  be  denominated  the  New-York  Asylum 
for  Lying-in  Women. 

Article  ii. 

The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  comfortable 
accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  reputable 
females,  who  desire  an  Asylum,  during  the  period  of  their  con- 
finement. 

Article  hi. 

The  business  of  the  Society,  shall  be  conducted  by  a  board 
of  Managers  consisting  of  Thirty-six  females,  who  shall  elect 
by  ballot  from  their  own  number  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Secretary  and  Trea- 
surer, who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of 
one  year — but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to 
office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Article  iv. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Six  Superintend- 
ing and  consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  un- 
til displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Article  v. 

The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that 
may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum. — All  other  offi- 
ces and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to 
call  special  meetings. 
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Article  vi. 

Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  Three  Dollars  annually, 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Article  vii. 

Each  subscriber  of  Five  Dollars  annually  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the 
Asylum. 

Article  viii. 

Each  contributor  of  Twenty-five  Dollars  at  one  time  shall 
be  a  member  for  life,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum 
one  patient  in  every  year. 

Article  ix. 

Each  contributor  of  Forty  Dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asy- 
lum two  patients  every  year. 

Article  x. 

Each  contributor  of  Fifty  Dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
benefactor ;  if  a  female  she  shall  be  a  Directress  for  life,  and 
entitled  to  attend  and  vote  at  all  meetings  of  the  Managers  ; 
and  if  a  male  he  shall  be  entitled  to  recommend  three  patients 
annually. 

Article  xi. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  members  or  Directresses  for  life,  as  shall  have  by  their 
influence  or  contributions  rendered  essential  services  to  the 
Asylum. 

Article  xii. 

The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly  or  oftener  by  adjourn- 
ment if  necessary. 

Article  xiii. 

Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  shall  have 
power  to  transact  the  business  of  the  Society. 

Article  xiv. 

The  highest  Directress  present  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  of  the  Society  :  and  in  absence 
of  all  the  Directresses  such  Manager  as  shall  be  appointed  for 
that  purpose  shall  preside. 
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Article  xv. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee  from  their 
own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the  Asy- 
lum on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  re- 
ceive and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purposes  they  shall  have 
discretionary  powers. 

Article  xvi. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  an  Inspecting  Committee  who 
shall  visit  the  Asylum  and  inspect  the  same  at  least  once  a  week, 
but  at  any  hour  they  may  judge  proper. 

Article  xvii. 

The  Visiting  and  Inspecting  Committee  shall  report  in  wri- 
ting to  the  Managers  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Article  xviii. 
The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance  to  the 
Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.— One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting 
of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report 
to  the  Managers  every  monthly  meeting. 

Article  xix. 

The  annual  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the 
2nd  Thursday  of  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four  fifths 
©f  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  con- 
stitution as  they  may  deem  adviseable. 


BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 
FOR 

LYING-IN  WOMEN. 

CHAPTER  t 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Con- 
stitution, the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  n. 

Directresses. 

L  The  first  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing 
by  any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  :  a  no- 
tice of  which  shall  be  given  to  each  Manager  at  least  twenty- 
four  hours  previous  to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  first  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there 
should  be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least 
once  in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  first  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when 
she  shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed 
to  all  her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe* 
them  into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day 
previous  to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
ceding meeting  at  length. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

L  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and 
ample  security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have 
the  custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  pa- 
pers and  documents  relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institu- 
tion without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by 
a  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  bonk  in  which  shall  be  contained  an 
account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury 
to  the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 
Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers, 
to  serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at 
each  monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  re- 
ceived on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in 
the  latter  case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  week- 
ly, and  take  such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein 
the  names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such 
other  business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid 
before  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regula- 
tions as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects 
of  this  Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are 
not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission, 
or  otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion 
discharge  her. 

VI.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  use- 
ful. 

VII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Asylum,  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron 
and  servants  of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness  and  good 
conduct,  in  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties. 
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VIII.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nur- 
ses and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers, 
to  serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspecting  Committee  to  in- 
quire whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers, 
relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  car- 
ried into  effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behaviour  of  the  matron  anil  nurses  towards  the  patients, 
to  examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as 
to  the  cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the 
provisions  are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are 
allowed  a  sufficient  quantity;  they  are  also  to  inquire  whether 
any  improvement  can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the 
patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
their  proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of 
their  appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Mana- 
gers at  every  monthh'  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements 
that  the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  herein  after 
directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum 
once  a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he 
should  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the 
attendance  of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attend- 
ance, who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum  and  render  such 
assistance  as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consulta- 
tion shall  be  by  him  deemed  adviseable,  all  the  Consulting 
Physicians  shall  be  invited.

V.  Whenever  the  resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur 
in  the  Asylum,  in  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and 
age  of  the  patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to 
the  case  as  may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to 
be  received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in 
cases  of  emergency, 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron, 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and 
see  that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of 
the  Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect,  she  shall  pur- 
chase, under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  pro- 
visions and  all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar 
and  molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  fur- 
niture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses  and  servants  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  her  special  per- 
mission. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spi- 
rits are  used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Phy- 
sician, for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients  shall  use  profane 
language,  or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender 
to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to 
the  Visiting  Committee  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  re- 
port in  their  book  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 

CHAPTER  IX. 
Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of 
the  Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asy- 
lum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able  shall  assist  in  nursing  others, 
and  in  such  other  services  as  the  matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  attend- 
ing Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 
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IV.  No  Infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asy- 
lum without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regula- 
tions, or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of 
any  other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  resi- 
dent Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 
Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting, 
and  addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

III.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

IV.  The  report  of  the  special  Committees. 

V.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report, of  the  Treasurer. 

IX.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the 
order  specified  above  for  the  reports. 

X*  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
Institution,  may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which 
when  practicable  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

CHAPTER  XL 
By-Laws. 

No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after 
the  time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five 
cents,  unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavourable  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tues- 
day ;  should  that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding 
Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum, 
94  Green-street,  on  Wednesday  of  every  week,  between  the 
hours  of  4  and  5  o'clock. 
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The  Sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  the  New- York  Asylum  for  Lying- 
in  Women,  was  held  on  Thursday,  the  12th  of  March,  1829,  at  £  past  3  o'clock, 
P.  M.  in  the  Lecture  room  of  the  Brick  Church. 

The  Meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cox  after  which  the 
Annual  Report  was  read  by  Dr.  James.  C.  Bliss. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Macauly  moved  that  the  Report  be  accepted  and  printed, 
accompanying  the  motion  with  an  appropriate  address. 

On  seconding  the  motion,  Dr.  Cock  expressed  his  cordial  approbation  of  a 
plan  suggested  in  the  Report,  to  erect  a  suitable  building  for  the  Asylum,  as  the 
house  now  occupied  is  too  small  and  inconvenient,  and  an  ordinary  arranged 
house  ill  adapted  for  the  accommodation  of  patients.  Whereupon  it  was  resolved,, 
that  subscription  papers  be  prepared  for  the  managers  to  solicit  donations  for 
the  purchase  of  Lots,  and  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building.  One  such  paper 
being  forthwith  prepared,  subscriptions  were  immediately  made,  to  the  amount 
of  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 


REPORT 


In  presenting  their  Sixth  Report,  the  Managers  of 
the  Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women,  would  respectfully 
state  to  the  patrons  of  the  institution,  that  since  the 
last  annual  meeting  thirty-four  patients  have  been 
admitted  into  the  Asylum  ;  of  which  number  thirty- 
two  have  been  confined  with  living  children,  and 
there  have  been  two  still  births  and  one  case  of 
twins.  With  one  exception,  the  women  have  had 
rapid  recoveries,  and  no  serious  disease  has  occurred 
among  them  during  the  period  of  their  confinement. 
All  the  children  have  been  vaccinated  previous  to 
leaving  the  house,  agreeable  to  a  by-law  of  the 
Society.  Of  the  women  discharged,  on  their  reco- 
very, six  have  gone  into  respectable  families  as  wet 
nurses.  The  Visiting  Committee  have  uniformly 
found  the  house  in  the  most  perfect  good  order,  and 
every  necessary  attention  paid  to  economy  and  the 
comfort  of  the  patients,  on  the  part  of  Mrs.  Van- 
dren  the  Matron.  One  death  occurred,  under  the 
following  painful  circumstances  : — 

On  Monday  the  13th  of  Sept.  Mary  Leddy,  wife 
of  Bernardin  Leddy,  was  brought  to  the  Asylum 
about  noon,  very  ill.  She  appeared  to  be  delirious, 
and  incapable  of  answering  questions  put  to  her  by 
the  Matron  ;  and,  while  a  messenger  was  absent  for 
the  physician,  she  gave  birth  to  a  .dead  child.  The 
physician,  on  examining  the  child,  was  of  opinion  that 
it  was  a  seven  months  child,  and  had  been  dead 
several  days.    The  poor  woman,  to  all  appearance, 
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was  doing  well  when  the  doctor  saw  her  between 
seven  and  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  but  about 
midnight,  the  matron  observed  an  unfavorable  change, 
and  immediately  sent  for  the  docter,  and  before  he 
arrived  she  had  expired.  On  inquiry  of  her  friends, 
the  Managers  learned,  that  she  had  been  to  Canada, 
and  had  there  contracted  the  Lake-fever,  and  her 
death  is  probably  to  be  attributed  to  this  cause, 
rather  than  to  any  circumstance  peculiar  to  the 
puerperal  statef 

In  the  admission  of  patients,  the  Board  have  been 
particular  in  ascertaining  the  circumstances  of  each 
individual,  and  uniformly  scrupulous  in  their  inves- 
tigations, that  none  should  be  received  whose  charac- 
ters were  not  perfectly  unexceptionable.  Of  those 
received,  three  had  been  reduced  to  helpless  widow- 
hood a  short  time  previous  to  their  admission:  ten 
had  been  left  in  a  state  of  destitution  by  their  hus- 
bands, who  were  absent ;  and  of  the  latter  number 
the  committee  ascertained,  that  several  had  been 
treated  with  cruelty  and  deserted  by  their  companions, 
who  were  intemperate  and  abandoned  men.  Seven 
were  compelled  to  seek  shelter  in  the  Asylum,  whose 
husbands  were  unable  to  afford  them  assistance,  in 
consequence  of  sickness.  Of  the  remaining  nine 
admitted,  their  extreme  poverty  would  have  exposed 
them  to  great  suffering,  if  provision  had  not  been 
made  for  their  welfare. 

Several  of  the  cases  were  of  a  nature  to  interest 
deeply  the  feelings  of  the  humane,  and  to  afford 
additional  evidence,  if  any  were  wanting,  of  the 
great  necessity  of  this  Institution  in  our  large  and 
populous  city. 

On  the  29th  of  April,  two  Ladies  made  applica- 
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tion  for  a  Mrs.  Brown,  whom  they  met  in  the  street, 
in  apparently  very  distressed  circumstances.  Her 
appearance  induced  them  to  make  inquiries  respect- 
ing her  -situation,  and  they  learned  that  she  had 
come  from  Halifax  to  this  City  in  the  expectation 
of  meeting  her  husband,  but  could  neither  find  him 
or  hear  any  thing  concerning  him.  She  had  a  letter 
of  recommendation,  from  a  respectable  gentleman 
in  Halifax  to  his  brother  in  this  City,  and  the  latter 
gentleman  waited  on  the  Committee,  and  recommend- 
ed her  very  highly,  as  a  woman  every  way  deserving 
attention,  and  a  suitable  object  on  which  to  bestow 
charity.  She  was  received  into  the  house  on  the 
14th  of  May,  and  confined  with  twins,  and  thus,  by 
her  accumulated  care,  had  her  anxieties  and  sorrows 
increased,  while  struggling  with  poverty,  "a  stranger 
in  a  strange  land."  The  Ladies  who  had  interested 
themselves  in  her  behalf,  were  so  much  pleased  with 
the  neatness  and  comfort  of  the  Asylum,  that  they 
entered  their  names  as  annual  subscribers,  and  gave 
assurance  of  using  their  influence  in  promoting  its 
prosperity,  and  at  the  same  time,  made  provision  for 
the  maintenance  of  a  child  of  Mrs.  Brown's,  two 
years  of  age,  during  the  period  of  her  confinement. 

Mary  Estlake  applied  for  admission  on  the  21st 
of  October,  and  was  received  on  the  31st  of  the 
same  month.  It  appeared,  on  inquiry,  that  her  hus- 
band was  a  butcher,  and  had  lately  fallen  into  bad 
company,  become  intemperate,  and  abused  her  and 
inflicted  such  violence  on  her  person  that  she  was 
obliged  to  go  to  the  Hospital  to  recover  from  the 
effect  of  the  injuries  received.  Subsequently,  she 
had  supported  herself  and  a  young  child  by  her 
needle.    The  committee  learned  from  persons  who 
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were  acquainted  with  her,  that  she  was  a  person  of 
good  character,  and  a  lady,  who  knew  her,  generous- 
ly offered  to  provide  for  her  child  during  her  stay  at 
the  Asylum. 

From  the  enumeration  above  made,  it  appears, 
that  of  those  who  have  received  the  benefits  of  our 
charity,  a  large  proportion  have  been  reduced  to 
destitution  by  unexpected  providences,  as  the  sick- 
ness and  death  of  their  husbands,  or  their  prolonged 
absence  or  desertion.  A  large  proportion  were 
foreigners,  cast  upon  the  charity  of  strangers,  in 
extreme  poverty  and  wretchedness. 

Of  these  various  classes  the  number  must  be 
very  great,  and  constantly  multiplying  in  so  great 
and  fluctuating  a  population  as  we  have  in  our  City, 
nor  will  any  human  foresight,  or  careful  providence 
on  the  part  of  the  labouring  portion  of  the  commu- 
nity, or  the  ease  with  which  a  family  can  be  supported, 
effectually  guard  against  those  casualties,  which 
must  expose  females,  of  the  description  which  it  is 
our  design  to  relieve,  to  great  suffering  and  hazard 
of  life,  unless  provided  for  by  the  beneficence  of  the 
public.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  that  their  cir- 
cumstances are  peculiar,  that  their  dangers  and  trials 
are  peculiar,  and  that  they  need  provisions  for 
their  comfort  and  safety,  which  no  other  class  re- 
quire. 

The  additional  experience  which  the  last  year  has 
afforded  the  Managers,  has  served  to  deepen  their 
interest  in  the  prosperity  of  the  Society,  and  impress 
upon  their  mind  the  inadequacy  of  their  means  to 
provide  for  the  growing  necessities  of  our  City. 
They  'are  persuaded,  the  Asylum  has  not  had  that 
prominence  among  the  charities  of  our  City,  in  the 
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public  estimation  which  it  deserves,  and  which  the 
wants  of  this  class  of  sufferers  demand.  In  con- 
sequence of  their  means  being  straitened,  they  have 
been  compelled  to  make  such  arrangements,  that 
relief  can  be  extended  only  to  a  very  limited  number. 
The  Board  were  made  painfully  sensible  of  the  em- 
barrassment they  labour  under,  in  this  particular,  the 
last  year,  while,  for  two'  or  three  months,  they  were 
obliged  to  reject  applications  for  admission  into  the 
house,  in  consequence  of  its  being  already  occupied 
by  as  many  as  it  was  possible  to  accommodate.  With 
a  suitable  building,  and  comparatively,  a  small  addi- 
tional income,  provision  could  be  made  for  three  or 
four  times  the  number,  that  are  now  relieved  by  the 
Society.  An  ordinary  tenement  is  but  ill  adapted 
for  an  institution  of  this  nature.  But  few  can  at  any 
one  time  be  accommodated,  and  even  then,  with  less 
comfort  and  convenience  than  they  would  be,  in  a 
building  expressly  prepared  for  the  purpose.  The 
Managers  have  from  the  beginning  felt  the  necessity 
of  such  a  building,  and  have  only  been  deterred 
from  endeavouring  to  have  one  erected  from  their 
limited  means,  and  the  little  interest  which  the  public 
have  manifested  in  sustaining  them  in  such  an  un- 
dertaking. Until  a  proper  building  can  be  procured, 
the  Board  are  satisfied  no  provisions  commensurate 
with  the  wants  of  this  afflicted  portion  of  our  fellow 
beings  can  be  made,  which  will  at  all  meet  the  ex- 
igencies of  the  case. 

The  peculiar  delicacy  which  is  connected  with  a 
charity  of  this  kind,  conducted  by  females,  has  pre- 
vented its  claims  being  as  strongly  urged  on  the 
notice  of  the  benevolent  as  some  others,  which,  per- 
haps, less  deserve  their  regard,    The  Board  have, 
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however,  recently  been  encouraged  by  the  sugges- 
tion of  a  highly  respectable  gentleman  of  our  City, 
to  make  an  effort  towards  raising  a  sufficient  sum  to 
purchase  a  site  and  erect  a  building,  which  will  be 
in  every  respect  suitable  for  the  purposes  required. 
The  gentleman  above  referred  to,  has  made  the  fol- 
lowing estimate  of  the  expense,  and  as  he  is  man  of 
property  and  leisure,  has  kindly  offered  his  services 
in  purchasing  ground,  and  superintending  the  putting 
up  of  a  building. 

"  The  Lying-in  Asylum  Society  can  probably  pur- 
chase 2  Lots  of  Ground,  in  the  Upper  Wards  of  the  City, 
say  in  Mulberry,  Mott,  Greene  or  some  other  Street,  about 
as  high  up  town  as  their  present  location,  for  about 

1500  Dollars  each,  say  $3000 

To  erect  a  two  story  Building,  on  the  2  Lots,  leaving  a 
passage  way  on  each  side  of  5  feet,  40  by  50  feet,  would 
furnish  from  12  to  16  Rooms,  to  accommodate  either  2 
or  4  patients  each,  (say  30  subjects  at  a  time,)      .       .  $5000 

To  collect  by  Donations  and  Subscription  towards  the 
Lots  and  Building,"  $8000 

From  this  estimate,  it  will  appear,  that  if  4  per- 
sons will  give  $250  towards  this  object,  25  should 
give  $100,  50  individuals  $50,  and  80  others  $25, 
it  would  be  effected ;  and  the  Managers  cannot  but 
indulge  the  belief,  that  among  our  public  spirited, 
charitable,  and  wealthy  citizens,  a  sufficient  number 
may  be  found  ready  to  come  forward  and  furnish  the 
means  to  enable  them  to  accomplish  the  enterprise. 

From  the  Treasurer's  report,  which  is  annexed,  it 
will  appear,  that  the  expenses  of  the  Asylum  for  the 
last  year,  have  been  managed  with  as  much  regard 
to  economy,  as  was  compatible  with  the  comfort  of 
the  patients;  and,  including  rent  and  every  contin- 
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gence,  have  been  less  than  would  have  been  required 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  small  and  frugal  family. 

In  concluding  their  report,  the  Board  of  Managers 
gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  $200,  a  dona- 
tion from  the  Honorable  the  Corporation  of  the  City, 
and  the  like  sum  from  four  benefactors;  $175  from 
7  life  subscribers,  and  donations  to  the  amount  of 
$233  44  from  53  different  individuals.  The  Board 
take  great  pleasure,  also,  in  acknowledging  their 
obligations  to  the  attending  Physicians,  Dr.  Bayles 
and  Dr.  M'Vickar,  for  their  assiduous  care  of  the 
patients,  whose  services,  as  heretofore,  have  been 
gratuitously  rendered  ;  and  they  would  also  express 
their  acknowledgments  to  the  consulting  physicians, 
who  have  been  at  all  times  ready  to  lend  their  aid 
and  advice  when  requested.

NEW-YORK  ASYLUM 

FOR 

LYING  IN  WOMEN. 

Art.  i.    This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New- York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  reput- 
able females,  who  desire  an  asylum,  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by 
a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-six  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot  from  their  own  number  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year 
— but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six 
superintending  and  consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their 
places  until  displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum. — All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  Three  Dollars  an- 
nually, shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recom- 
mend one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  Five  Dollars  annually  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  Twenty-five  Dollars  at  one 
time  shall  be  a  member  for  life,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the 
Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 
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Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  Forty  Dollars  at  one  time  shall 
be  a  patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asy- 
lum two  patients  every  year. 

Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  Fifty  Dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  benefactor;  if  a  female  she  shall  be  a  Directress  for  life,  and 
entitled  to  attend  and  vote  at  all  meetings  of  the  Managers ;  and 
if  a  male  he  shall  be  entitled  to  recommend  three  patients  annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  members  or  Directresses  for  life,  as  shall  have,  by 
their  influence  or  contributions,  rendered  essential  services  to  the 
Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  shall 
have  power  to  transact  the  business  of  the  Society. 

Art.  xiv.  The  highest  Directress  present  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  of  the  Society :  and  in 
absence  of  all  the  Directresses,  such  Managers  as  shall  be  appointed 
for  that  purpose  shall  preside. 

Art.  xv.  The  managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at 
the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to 
receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission 
to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purposes  they  shall  have  discretion- 
ary powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  an  Inspecting  Commit- 
tee who  shall  visit  the  Asylum  and  inspect  the  same  at  least  once 
a  week,  but  at  any  hour  they  may  judge  proper. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Visiting  and  Inspecting  Committees  shall  report 
in  writing  to  the  Managers  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assist- 
ance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the 
admission  of  patients. — One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to 
the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  2nd  Thursday  of  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four  fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  con- 
stitution as  they  may  deem  adviseable.

REPORT. 


Another  year  has  elapsed,  and  it  again  becomes  the  duty  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  to  report  on  the  state  and  prospects  of 
the  institution  over  which  they  have  been  appointed  to  preside. 
During  the  past  year  fifty-nine  patients  have  been  admitted  into 
our  Asylum,  of  whom  fifty-two  have  been  confined,  and  the  re- 
mainder are  still  in  the  house.    With  few  exceptions,  the  pa- 
tients on  leaving  the  house  have  entered  respectable  families 
as  wet-nurses ;  and  in  this  respect  the  Asylum  is  daily  becoming 
of  more  importance  as  it  becomes  more  known,  and  this  may 
be  considered  as  no  unimportant  feature  in  its  utility.    It  often 
happens  among  our  wealthier  classes,  that  from  the  delicate 
health  of  the  mother,  or,  it  may  be,  from  the  accession  of  sud- 
den disease,  she  is  unable  to  nourish  her  own  offspring,  and  a 
nurse  must  immediately  be  procured  :  in  such  a  case  how  sure 
a  resource  is  furnished  by  our  Institution  ;  the  characters  of 
its  inmates  have  been  previously  investigated  by  the  careful  in- 
quiry of  our  receiving  committee  ;  some  acquaintance  with 
their  tempers  and  dispositions  can  be  gained  from  our  matron, 
who  has  had  opportunities  of  judging  during  their  residence  in 
the  house,  and  information  with  regard  to  their  health  as  fitting 
them  for  their  duty  can  be  obtained  from  our  physicians.  From 
such  a  general  knowledge,  previously  acquired  and  ready  to  be 
communicated  to  those  who  need  it,  how  much  of  painful  anx- 
iety is  saved  to  parents  at  such  a  moment  ?  and  we  have  a  right 
to  assume  that  the  valuable  lives  of  some  infants  have  been 
saved  by  the  promptness  with  which  a  substitute  for  the  mo- 
ther has  by  us  been  afforded. 

Cases  of  an  interesting  nature  might  be  detailed  among  those 
relieved  during  the  past  year,  but  they  are  similar  in  character 
to  those  which  have  been  noticed  on  previous  occasions.  De- 
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sertion  by  intemperate  or  unkind  husbands,  destitution  arising 
from  long  sickness,  or  the  loss  of  partners  by  death,  are  among 
the  more  prominent  circumstances  upon  which  the  claims  to 
assistance  have  been  founded.  In  a  city  containing  a  popula- 
tion of  two  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  and  which  is  the 
great  commercial  centre  of  our  country,  there  will  always  be 
numerous  cases  of  distress  requiring  our  assistance,  as  well  among 
our  own  citizens  as  those  who  are  strangers.  Among  the  great 
number  of  emigrants  arriving  in  our  city,  many  cases  of  distress 
are  annually  to  be  met  with,  which  ^Saim  our  sympathy  and  * 
relief,  and  to  many  such  relief  has  been  afforded  by  our  Asy- 
lum. In  the  admission  of  patients,  care  has  been  exercised  to 
confine  it  to  the  married  and  the  virtuous ;  and  although  this 
principle  has  been  considered  by  some  as  too  narrow  for  a  be- 
nevolent institution,  which  should  seek  to  do  good  to  all  with- 
out entering  into  judgment,  yet  on  careful  consideration  we 
think  the  propriety  of  the  restriction  can  be  fully  supported. 
To  throw  the  institution  open  to  all  who  should  claim  its  assis- 
tance, would  unavoidably  have  the  effect  in  a  very  short  time 
to  confine  its  operations  to  the  vicious  alone.  For  how  could 
the  virtuous  married  woman,  who  had  not  lost  all  sense  of  self  re- 
spect, willingly  become  the  associate  and  fellow-pensioner  of 
the  degraded  and  abandoned  ?  Those  who  had  any  virtuous 
sensibility  remaining,  would  avoid  such  association  ;  and  thus, 
those  most  deserving  of  the  benefits  of  our  asylum  would  fail  to 
receive  them.  And  how  could  we,  when  aware  how  readily 
vicious  sentiments  are  communicated,  desire  such  an  union  ?  In 
our  opinion  it  is  impossible  for  the  same  institution  to  admit 
both  classes  within  its  walls  without  doing  injury  both  to  man- 
ners and  morals.  It  must  not  be  supposed  that  in  declining 
to  receive  those  who  are  considered  improper  objects,  we 
abandon  them  to  absolute  destitution  or  casual  charity.  By 
no  means :  in  our  poor  laws  their  claims  are  expressly  provi- 
ded for,  and  they  are  received  into  the  lying-in  department  at 
Bellevue,  where  they  are  carefully  attended,  and  where  proper 
official  arrangements  are  made  to  prevent  the  children  becom- 
ing a  burden  on  the  public. 
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Several  instances  having  fallen  within  the  knowledge  of  our 
physicians  where  respectable  women  have  declined  the  offer  of 
being  admitted  into  the  asylum,  from  their  inability  to  leave 
their  homes  and  give  up  the  charge  of  their  families  ;  it  has 
been  considered  desirable  that  gratuitous  medical  aid  should  be 
afforded  to  poor  women  at  their  own  houses,  and  the  proposi- 
tion having  met  the  approbation  of  the  city  authorities,  an  out- 
door branch,  under  the  sole  control  of  the  Medical  Board,  has 
been  attached  to  our  asylum.    For  this  purpose  the  city  has 
been  divided  into  nineteen  districts,  and  a  physician  appointed 
in  each/under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  whose  duty  it  is  made 
to  attend  gratuitously  all  cases  within  his  particular  district  in 
which  his  services  may  be  desired.  From  this  out-door  branch, 
very  extended  usefulness  may  be  expected,  and  to  all  the  poor 
of  our  city  is  secured  the  attendance  of  respectable  and  well 
educated  physicians,  without  being  put  to  expenses  which  they 
can  ill  afford. 

With  much  of  general  prosperity  during  the  past  year  to  be 
thankful  for,  the  Board  have  deeply  to  regret  the  loss  of  two  of 
their  earliest  and  most  efficient  friends,  who  had  been  with  the 
institution  from  its  infancy,  but  who  were  taken  away  just  as 
brighter  prospects  were  opening  upon  it :  we  mean  Mrs.  Tho- 
mas Cock  and  Dr.  John  Watts.  At  the  time  of  her  decease 
Mrs.  Cock  was  First  Directress  of  this  Society.  From  its 
first  establishment  she  evinced  an  earnest  solicitude  for  the  wel- 
fare and  support  of  the  institution,  and  contributed  largely  by 
her  untiring  efforts  to  its  prosperity.  But  while  we  feel  deeply 
our  bereavement  in  the  death  of  this  excellent  woman,  it  is 
with  emotions  of  joy  that  we  bear  testimony  to  the  calmness 
and  christian  resignation  with  which  she  yielded  to  the  hea- 
venly mandate.  During  her  last  illness,  down  to  the  solemn 
hour  of  her  dissolution,  she  experienced  the  consoling  presence 
of  Him  in  whom  she  had  believed.  And  when  the  objects  of  « 
time  and  sense  were  receding  from  her  view,  she  repeated  her 
unwavering  confidence  in  the  Saviour  ;  joyfully  acknowledg- 
ing that  it  was  not  on  any  works  that  she  had  done  that  her 
hope  of  salvation  rested,  but  on  the  mercy  of  God  through  Christ 
her  Redeemer.  Those  who  witnessed  her  triumphant  close  may 


acknowledge,  "  it  was  the  Lord's  doing,  and  marvellous  in 
our  eyes." 

In  the  death  of  Dr.  Watts  our  institution  has  lost  an  in- 
fluential and  able  patron,  the  public  a  benevolent  and  use- 
ful citizen,  and  his  family  and  friends  have  to  deplore  an 
affection  and  kindness  that  can  never  be  forgotten.  From 
his  varied  medical  attainments,  high  moral  worth,  and  great 
frankness  of  character,  he  enjoyed  among  his  professional 
brethern  an  estimation  which  few  have  equalled  and  none 
of  his  own  day  surpassed,  and  a  large  circle  of  patients  long  es- 
teemed him  as  the  devoted  and  skilful  physician.  Possessed  of 
generous  feelings,  he  practised  his  profession  as  much  from  the 
love  of  it  as  from  considerations  of  profit,  and  numerous  acts  of 
his  liberality  will  long  be  preserved  in  grateful  remembrance. 
Ever  conscientious  in  the  discharge  of  its  arduous  duties,  few 
men  have  met  its  painful  responsibilities  with  more  fear- 
less integrity  and  firmness  than  did  our  lamented  friend  the  late 
Dr.  Watts. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  our  Report  last  year  we 
stated  that  two  lots  of  ground  in  Orange,  near  Prince-street? 
had  been  purchased,  and  it  was  proposed  to  erect  a  suitable 
building  in  the  course  of  the  summer.    We  have  the  pleasure 
of  informing  our  kind  patrons  who  have  assisted  us  in  our  ef- 
forts, that  what  was  then  proposed  is  now  accomplished,  and 
that  within  our  own  walls  we  are  now  enabled  to  give  shelter 
to  the  distressed  mother  and  the  helpless  infant.    In  building 
the  Asylum  the  directors  of  the  work,  without  deviating  from  a 
just  economy,  took  a  liberal  and  prospective  view  of  the  im- 
portance of  this  charity,  of  the  extent  of  our  city  and  the  pro- 
bable calls  that  would  be  made  on  our  Institution,  not  at  pre- 
sent only,  but  for  the  time  to  come,  and  have  furnished  us  with 
an  edifice  creditable  to  the  benevolence  of  the  community,  and 
well  fitted  for  the  purposes  intended.    The  size  of  the  building 
is  forty-five  feet  in  front  by  sixty  deep,  and  three  stories  high, 
having  a  clear  space  on  the  sides  of  about  fifteen  feet,  which  per- 
mits of  side  lights  and  free  ventilation.  The  situation  is  high  and 
airy  ;  and  as  regards  our  poor  population  who  may  need  its  as- 
sistance, may  be  considered  quite  central.    The  size  and  num- 
ber of  our  wards  are  such  as  will  enable  us  to  meet  the  real

wants  of  the  city  for  a  long  time  to  come,  and  we  need  not  m. 
future  be  subjected  to  the  mortifying  necessity  (which  we  have 
been  in  previous  years)  of  rejecting  deserving  objects,  not  from 
a  doubt  as  to  their  claims,  but  from  our  small  and  limited  ac- 
commodations. Our  fears  now  can  only  be,  that  our  pecuniary 
means  will  be  more  limited  than  our  mansion,  or  the  amount 
of  suffering  deserving  our  relief.  But  estimating  this  charity 
as  highly  as  we  do,  and  with  the  personal  experience  that  we 
all  have  of  the  benevolence  and  liberality  of  the  community  in 
which  we  live,  not  only  towards  this  institution,  but  towards  all 
others  having  just  claims  on  the  philanthropist  or  the  christian  ; 
we  will  dismiss  such  fears  from  our  minds  as  unworthy  of  our 
city,  and  distrustful  of  Providence. 

As  poverty  and  misery  must  always  continue  among  us,  it 
consequently  will  always  be  our  duty,  and  we  ought  to  add  pri- 
vilege, to  exercise  our  benevolence  towards  the  destitute  and 
the  distressed.  Without  the  existence  of  such  objects,  all  the 
finer  feelings  of  humanity  would  become  extinct  for  want  of 
exercise  and  mercy  ;  one  of  the  noblest  characteristics  of  our 
nature  would  cease  to  elevate  us  with  its  ameliorating  influ- 
ences. 

The  quality  of  mercy  is  not  strained  ; 
It  droppeth  as  the  gentle  rain  from  heaven 
Upon  the  place  beneath.    It  is  twice  blest, 
It  blesseth  him  that  gives,  and  him  that  takes  ; 
It  is  an  attribute  of  God  himself. 

With  such  sentiments  we  will  not  distrust  the  continued  sup- 
port of  the  benevolent  for  our  Institution,  when  its  objects  are 
of  so  interesting  a  nature,  and  need  not  fear  a  comparison  with 
any  other  charity  in  our  city.  Although  we  have  done  much 
during  the  past  year,  yet  still  much  remains  to  be  done.  We 
have  erected  a  building  ample  and  substantial,  and  have  par- 
tially paid  for  it ;  but  we  need  funds  to  pay  off  the  debt  which 
was  necessarily  incurred  in  its  execution,  and  we  also  need 
means  for  the  actual  support  of  the  patients  within  its  walls. 
Ours  is  no  richly  endowed  institution,  founded  by  the  wealth  of 
some  individual,  and  with  an  ample  income  for  its  support,  but  it 
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is  an  institution  commenced  from  small  beginnings  by  the  zeal- 
ous efforts  of  a  few,  who,  desirous  of  relieving  an  interesting 
class  of  sufferers,  gave  their  earnest  and  gratuitous  services  to 
recommend  its  objects  to  the  public,  and  to  establish  and  carry 
it  into  operation,  and  it  has  hitherto  been  supported  by  the  an- 
nual contributions  of  a  benevolent  public,  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner must  it  look  to  be  supported  for  the  future,  and  if  that  pub- 
lic will  fairly  consider  the  value  and  nature  of  its  claims,  we 
ought  to  have  no  fear  of  the  result. 

The  following  is  the  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  institu- 
tion. $7308  45,  have  been  subscribed  for  the  land  and  erec- 
tion of  the  building,  leaving  a  deficiency  of  $4254  98.  This 
has  in  part  been  supplied  by  a  liberal  donation  from  the  honor- 
able the  Corporation  of  $1500,  leaving  a  balance  against  the 
Institution  of  $2754  98,  which  must  be  supplied  by  an  appeal 
to  the  further  benevolence  of  the  public. 

The  Board  again  with  pleasure  bear  testimony  to  the  un- 
wearied attention  of  the  attending  physicians,  and  to  the  bles- 
sing of  the  Almighty  in  preserving  the  lives  of  the  patients 
who  have  come  under  their  care  during  the  past  year,  as  also 
to  the  promptitude  of  the  consulting  physicians,  when  any  case 
occurred  in  which  their  advice  was  desired. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

NEW  YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  r.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New- York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their  con- 
finement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-six  females,  who  shall  elect 
by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth, 
Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall 
hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but  any  one 
or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  un- 
til displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board  ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to  ap- 
point all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subcriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annual- 
ly, shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year 
of  the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the 
Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time 
shall  be  a  member  for  life,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asy- 
lum one  patient  in  every  year. 


Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum 
two  patients  every  year. 

Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  benefactor ;  if  a  female,  she  shall  be  a  Directress  for  life,  and 
entitled  to  attend  and  vote  at  all  meetings  of  the  Managers  ;  and 
if  a  male,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  recommend  three  patients  annu- 
ally. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  members  or  Directresses  for  life,  as  shall  have,  by 
their  influence  or  contributions,  rendered  essential  services  to  the 
Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  oroftenerby  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  shall 
have  power  to  transact  the  business  of  the  Society. 

Art.  xiv.  The  highest  Directress  present  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  of  the  Society  :  and  in 
absence  of  all  the  Directresses,  such  Managers  as  shall  be  appoint- 
ed for  that  purpose  shall  preside. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at 
the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to 
receive  and  decide  upon  all  applicants  of  patients  for  admission  to 
the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purposes  they  shall  have  discretionary 
powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  an  Inspecting  Commit- 
tee, who  shall  visit  the  Asylum,  and  inspect  the  same  at  least  once 
a  week,  but  any  hour  they  may  judge  proper. 

Art.  xvn.  The  Visiting  and  inspecting  Committees  shall  re- 
port in  writing  to  the  Managers  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assis- 
tance to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the 
admission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting 
of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the 
Managers  at  every  Monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xix.    The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
the  second  Thursday  of  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four- 
tifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the 
Constitution  a?  they  may  deem  advisable.

APPENDIX. 


The  superintending  physicians  of  the  Lying-in  Asylum  found 
lhat  great  numbers  of  necessitous  females  were  so  situated  in  re- 
gard to  their  families  at  home,  that  they  could  not  avail  themselves 
of  the  assistance  offered  at  the  Asylum,  and  were  consequent- 
ly compelled  to  rely  on  a  precarious  or  unskillful  attendance  at 
their  own  houses.  Desirous  of  making  suitable  provision  for 
this  class  of  patients,  they  have  established  an  out-door  charity  on 
the  excellent  plan  of  the  City  Dispensary.  They  have  divided 
the  city  into  nineteen  districts,  and  appointed  to  each  a  skillful 
physician,  who  will  upon  application,  give  his  attendance  at  the 
residence  of  the  patients  ;  and  in  case  of  difficulty  or  danger,  will 
call  to  his  assistance  one  of  the  consulting  physicians  of  the 
Asylum. 

The  office  where  applications  are  received,  is  in  the  basement 
story  of  the  Asylum  ;  and  a  Resident  Physician  is  constantly  in 
attendance  there,  to  receive  and  register  the  names  of  the  appli- 
cants, and  give  them  such  information  as  will  enable  them  to  ob- 
tain  proper  assistance  when  it  shall  become  necessary.

REPORT. 


In  presenting  to  the  friends  of  humanity  their  Ninth  Annual 
Report,  the  Board  of  Managers  are  constrained  to  render  their 
grateful  acknowledgments  to  the  kind  Providence  under  which 
they  have  continued  their  labors  with  satisfaction  and  success. 
The  experience  of  another  year  has  sustained  our  former  con- 
viction of  the  wisdom  and  humanity  of  the  grand  principle  on 
which  this  Institution  was  founded.  We  are  more  than  ever 
satisfied,  that  by  limiting  the  full  benefits  of  the  Asylum  to  vir- 
tuous married  women,  we  not  only  promote  virtue,  but  discou- 
rage vice  :  for  we  cherish  the  best  interests  of  humanity,  while 
we  oppose  the  ruinous  mischiefs  of  foundling  hospitals. 

As  the  Asylum  becomes  better  known  to  the  public,  we  have 
opportunity  of  looking  farther  into  the  woes  and  wants  of  that 
class  of  persons  for  whose  benefit  we  labor ;  and  observation 
shows  us  that  one-half  has  not  been  told  us  of  what  virtuous 
women  suffer  in  the  most  trying  period  of  life,  from  the  intem- 
perance, cruelty,  and  desertion  of  their  husbands.  Many  of 
these  sufferers  are  recently  from  foreign  countries,  separated 
from  all  kindred,  strangers  to  the  manners  and  habits  of  our 
city,  and  utterly  unable  to  find  relief,  except  from  the  hand  of 
charity. 

This  Institution  has  been  objected  to,  on  the  ground  of  not 
being  more  liberal  in  its  admission,  and  that  the  charity  did  not 
extend  ,to  the  wants  of  the  city.  We  have  considered  this 
subject,  and  have,  by  an  out-door  establishment  met,  for  the 
last  year,  the  wants  of  a  large  number,  by  an  attendance  at 
their  own  dwellings,  without  discrimination.  We  give  this 
practical  demonstration,  which  carries  with  it  its  own  comment. 

Since  the  last  report,  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  patients 
have  been  attended  in  the  different  districts  of  the  out-door 
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lying-in  establishment.  Such  as  are  in  the  immediate  vicinity, 
have  naturally  afforded  the  greatest  number  of  patients ;  and 
when  the  Institution  is  more  extensively  known,  they  will  be 
increased  in  every  direction.  No  infringement  is  made  by  this 
arrangement,  upon  the  strict  scrutiny  of  our  senior  department ; 
but  a  liberal  feeling  and  a  ready  aid  is  extended  to  all  who  may 
require  assistance. 

There  have  been  admitted  into  the  Asylum,  during  the  past 
year,  terminating  on  the  first  of  the  present  month,  (March,) 
sixty-five  patients — all  of  whom,  with  three  exceptions,  have 
been  confined  in  the  house.  One  of  this  number  entered  with 
her  child  one  day  old ;  one  left  the  house  dissatisfied,  and  one 
before  confinement,  on  account  of  her  husband's  return  from 
sea. 

On  the  first  instant  eleven  patients  remained  in  the  house.  Of 
this  number,  seven  were  not  confined.  There  have  been  but 
two  still-born  cases  during  the  past  year — one  of  these  was  a 
twin.  Twenty-six  of  the  births  have  been  males,  and  thirty 
females.  The  number  of  applicants  has  gradually  increased, 
from  thirteen  to  the  present  number  of  sixty-five.  The  mo- 
thers have  all  done  well, — we  have  had  no  cases  of  child-bed 
fever,  or  other  unpleasant  attendants  upon  confinement.  Seve- 
ral of  the  patients  were  confined  on  the  day  of  their  admission. 
A  present  arrangement  of  the  managers  is,  that  the  patients,  so 
long  as  they  are  able  and  have  accommodation,  should  go  out 
during  the  day,  and  return  at  night  to  lodge.  As  heretofore, 
the  largest  proportion  of  patients  of  this  establishment  have 
obtained  situations  as  wet  nurses  in  respectable  families ;  and 
such  has  been  the  demand  for  them,  that  numbers  have  been 
engaged  for  some  time  in  advance,  and  many  applications 
could  not  be  supplied. 

The  observance  of  strict  economy  has  always  been  a  promi- 
nent aim  with  the  board  of  managers ;  by  this  arrangement  a 
considerable  saving  is  made  to  the  Institution. 

The  great  advantages  which  we  have  in  our  present  location, 
adds  much  to  the  benefit  which  this  Institution  is  intended  to 
afford.  We  have  a  large  number  of  convenient  rooms  for  pa- 
tients ;  by  which  they  can  be  separated,  if  necessary.  The 
building  is  so  much  isolated,  that  we  shall  not  be  incommoded

by  neighbors — and  wc  are  entirely  freed  from  the  noise  of  the 
street.  With  these  local  advantages,  and  our  convenient  con- 
nection with  the  city,  we  have  every  facility  for  the  benefit  of 
our  patients,  which  such  an  institution  can  require. 

The  Board  of  Consulting  Physicians  have,  during  the  past 
year,  attended  to  such  calls  of  the  Asylum  as  required  advice. 
They  have  given  their  counsel  to  the  district  physicians  in  urgent 
cases  ;  several  of  which  have  come  under  their  care. 

They  have  had  a  particular  oversight  of  the  out-door  estab- 
lishment, and  believe,  with  some  minor  regulations,  it  will  meet 
the  views  contemplated  in  its  first  institution. 

Since  our  last  report,  two  of  the  Consulting  Physicians,  Dr. 
Tappen  and  Bliss,  have  resigned.  These  gentlemen  have  been 
with  us  since  the  first  organization  of  the  institution,  and  have 
contributed  materially  towards  its  present  good  order  by  their 
counsel  and  efforts. 

The  Board  have  appointed  Dr.  J.  K.  Rodger s  and  Dr.  J.  C. 
Cheesman,  to  fill  their  places.  From  these  gentlemen  we  look 
for  much  able  support  in  maintaining  the  good  character  of  this 
institution,  and  furthering  its  benevolent  views. 

The  Managers  feel  great  satisfaction  in  expressing  their  full 
confidence  in  the  successful  treatment  and  ready  attention  to 
the  patients  by  the  attending  physicians,  Dr.  Bayles,  M'Vickar 
and  Wilkes,  during  the  past  year.  They  have  also  promptly 
received  the  counsel  of  their  Board  of  Consulting  Physicians, 
whenever  their  aid  was  required. 

The  matron  of  the  Institution,  Mrs.  Monilaw,  has  fulfilled 
the  duties  of  her  department  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
Board. 

•VThe  physicians  of  the  out-door  institution  have  been  occa- 
sionally changed,  by  removal  and  otherwise,  yet  the  nineteen 
districts  have  been  supplied  by  the  appointment  of  others,  so 
that  the  wants  of  all  have  been  regularly  attended  to. 

The  resident  physician  of  this  department  has  attended  a 
number  of  cases  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Asylum,  besides 
giving  a  necessary  share  of  his  attention  to  the  in-door  cases, 
under  the  direction  of  the  attending  physician. 

The  different  district  physicians  have  well  discharged  the 
duties  assigned  them.    To  some  this  has  been  very  laborious  ; 
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and  from  the  peculiar  situation  of  such  patients,  calculated  to 
bring  into  exercise  great  forbearance  and  sympathy.  The 
Consulting  Physicians  who  have  been  called  upon,  can  bear  tes- 
timony that  the  patients  have  been  faithfully  and  judiciously 
attended.  The  cases  coming  under  this  department  are  regu- 
larly registered,  with  such  remarks  as  may  arise  from  their  pe- 
culiar nature.  A  book  is  appropriated  to  this  purpose,  under 
the  care  of  the  resident  physician. 

Through  the  benevolence  of  several  friends  of  the  institu- 
tion, we  are  amply  supplied  with  medicines,  instruments,  and 
other  essential  requisites  for  maintaining  this  establishment  in 
its  contemplated  usefulness. 

It  appears  by  the  treasurer's  report,  that  during  the  past  year, 
the  Managers  have  been  enabled,  through  the  friendly  efforts 
of  a  number  of  the  clergy,  the  liberal  contribution  of  several 
of  the  churches,  and  by  other  donations  from  benevolent  citi- 
zens, to  reduce  the  debt  on  the  building  to  $2009  38.  The 
particulars  of  which  are  annexed  in  the  treasurer's  statement. 
For  these  united  efforts  in  aiding  their  important  charge,  the 
Managers  desire  to  express  their  grateful  thanks. 

We  particularly  present  to  parents  the  claims  of  this  Institu- 
tion, sensible  that  if  they  are  properly  understood,  its  inmates 
visited,  the  order  and  economy  of  the  house  inquired  into,  that 
it  will  receive  the  countenance  of  our  benevolent  citizens. 
But  we  urge  upon  parents  another  and  a  more  immediate  claim 
— the  wants  of  helpless  infancy.  This  has  been  a  prominent 
argument  in  former  reports  ;  but  the  last  year  furnishes  so 
many  additional  particulars,  that  we  would  again  call  public 
attention  to  the  subject.  The  immediate  wants  of  an  infant,~de- 
prived  by  death,  or  otherwise,  of  its  support,  creates  the  n?tSl 
anxious  inquiry  how  these  urgent  claims  may  be  answered,  and 
the  interesting  object  preserved.  We  fear  that  by  introducing 
a  stranger  into  so  responsible  a  situation,  we  may  bring  with 
them  an  increase  of  evils.  To  what  source  shall  we  go  in  this 
extremity  for  information  ?  The  Female  Asylum  is  open,  and 
ready  to  answer  all  our  inquiries  and  supply  our  need. 

Such  considerations  may  not  at  first  sight  appear  so  important 
as  we  represent ;  but  to  those  who  have  had  the  least  experi- 
ence, there  will  be  no  question  as  to  their  truth.    Almost  every 


physician  in  our  city  has  felt  the  value  of  such  an  institution, 
when  advising  for  the  best  interests  of  his  patients. 

We  commend  this  Institution  to  the  zeal  and  liberality  of 
the  humane  and  virtuous,  by  whose  aid  alone  our  debt  can  be 
cancelled,  our  wants  supplied,  and  our  usefulness  extended 
over  the  wide  field  which  we  have  as  yet  been  able  but  par- 
tially to  occupy.  By  extending  this  aid,  they  will  not  only  have 
the  satisfaction  of  having  performed  the  duty  of  the  prosper- 
ous towards  the  poor  and  afflicted,  but  they  will  prove  by  their 
experience,  that  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive. 
And  the  blessings  of  many  that  were  ready  to  perish  will  come 
upon  them. 
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AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE 

NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 

PASSED  MARCH  19,  1827. 


Whereas  a  number  of  Ladies  in  the  city  of  New- York,  have  formed  a 
society  for  the  benevolent  purpose  of  furnishing  suitable  accommoda- 
tion and  attendance  to  reputable  females  desiring  an  asylum  during 
the  period  of  their  confinement  in  child-bed,  and  have  by  their  petition 
to  the  Legislature  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  in  order  more  effectually 
to  accomplish  the  objects  of  their  association :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted,  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly;  That  all  suck  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now 
are  or  hereafter  shall  be  yearly  subscribers  to  the  said  association,  to  the 
amount  of  three  dollars,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  constituted  and  declared  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "The 
New-York  Female  Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women;"  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  in  law  capable  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  defending  and  being  defended, 
in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  manner  of  actions,  suits,  causes,  and 
proceedings  whatsoever;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  and 
change  the  same  at  their  pleasure ;  and  shall  by  that  name  be  in  law 
capable  of  purchasing,  holding,  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  per- 
sonal, for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation.  Provided  that  the  sa^n^ 
estate  be  such  only  as  shall  be  requisite  for  the  purpose  of  erec^^H 
providing  houses  or  other  buildings  suitable  to  the  objects  of  th(PlKi 
association,  or  such  as  shall  have  been  actually  mortgaged  to  them  by 
way  of  security,  or  conveyed  to  them  in  satisfaction  of  debts  previously 
contracted,  or  purchased  at  sales  on  judgments  obtained  for  such  debts : 
And  provided  also,  that  such  estate,  whether  real  or  personal,  shall  not 
be  applied  to  any  other  purposes  than  those  for  which  the  said  association 
was  formed,  and  which  are  herein  contemplated  and  declared. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  estate  and  concerns  of  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of 
thirty-three  members,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  on  the  Second  Thursday 
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of  March  in  every  year,  by  a  plurality  of  the  members  present  at  such 
election;  which  election  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  in  the  city 
of  New-York  as  the  said  Board  of  Managers  shall,  by  their  by-laws,  or 
otherwise,  appoint ;  and  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  for  the  space  of, 
at  least,  one  week  by  advertisement,  in  two  or  more  of  the  public  news- 
papers printed  in  the  said  city;  and  which  Board  shall,  as  soon  as  con- 
venient, after  each  election,  choose  by  ballot  from  their  own  number  the 
following  officers  ;  that  is  to  say :  a  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  and 
sixth  Directress;  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer ;  who  shall  respectively 
hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their 
stead;  and  if  any  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  said  Board,  or  in  any  of 
the  said  offices,  the  same  shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  by 
such  member  or  members  of  the  said  corporation  as  the  said  Board  may 
appoint.    That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen  in  their  stead,  the  following  persons  shall  compose  the 
said  Board  of  Managers,  that  is  to  say  :  Frances  Tappan,  Isabella  Scott, 
Julia  E.  Hyde,  Elizabeth  T.  Cock,  Sarah  Hall,  Jemima  Penny,  Frances 
Darling,  Laura  Johnson,  Helena  Smith,  Anna  Maria  Boyd,  Phila  Reed, 
Magdalena  Hughes,  Waite  F.  Fellows,  Ann  L.  Mott,  Charlotte  Dobbin, 
Eliza  Chester,  Mary  Dunscomb,  Susan  Post,  Eliza  Taylor,  Susan  Baker, 
Sarah  L.  Tappen,  Susannah  Stone,  Catharine  Bostwick,  Jane  Ruthven, 
Frances  Phillips,  Charlotte  H.  Snodgrass,  Amy  Cornell,  Ann  M'Cready, 
Fidelia  Creagh,  Agness  Maxwell,  Eliza  B.  Lethbridge,  Jane  Wilson, 
and  Mary  Parish,  of  whom  the  said  Frances  Tappan  shall  be  the  first 
Directress,  the  said  Isabella  Scott  second  Directress,  the  said  Julia  E. 
Hyde  third  Directress,  the  said  Elizabeth  T.  Cock  fourth  Directress,  the 
said  Sarah  Hall  fifth  Directress,  the  said  Jemima  Penny  sixth  Directress ; 
the  said  Laura  Johnson  Secretary,  and  the  said  Frances  Darling  Trea- 
surer— that  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who  shall  be  present, 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  of  the  Society; 
and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  any  Directress,  such  other  Manager  shall 
preside  as  shall  be  designated  by  those  present  for  that  purpose  :  that 
seven  managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be  competent  to  the  trans- 
action of  any  business,  except  the  disposal,  by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the 
property  or  stock  composing  the  permment  funds  of  the  corporation,  or 
of  its  real  estate ;  for  which  purposes  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress 
and  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  bein*x  shall  always  form  a  part;  and  the 
concurrence  of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  mea- 
sure proposed. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Board  of  Managers  shall  have 
power,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  such  by-laws  and  regulations,  not 
contrary  to  law,  as  to  them  shall  appear  proper  for  the  management  and 
disposition  of  the  estate,  and  all  the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation. 
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And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  case  any  such  election  of  Managers 
shall  not  be  held  on  the  day  when,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  the  same  ought  to  have  been  held,  the  said  corporation  shall  not  for 
that  cause  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved,  but  it  shall  in  such  case  be  lawful 
to  hold  such  election  on  any  other  day,  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  said  corporation,  or  by  their  special  ap- 
pointment. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  husband  of  any  married  woman, 
who  is  or  shall  be  a  member  of  the  said  corporation,  shall  not  be  liable 
to  the  said  corporation  upon  any  subscription  or  engagement  of  his  wife, 
or  for  any  loss  occasioned  by  the  neglect  or  misfeasance  of  his  wife,  but 
if  any  such  husband  shall  have  received  from  his  wife  any  money  or 
other  property  belonging  to  the  said  corporation,  or  the  same  shall  have 
been  applied  to  his  use,  he  shall  be  responsible  therefor :  and  if  the 
husband  shall  have  become  insolvent,  or  if  his  estate  shall  have  been 
attached,  such  money  or  other  property,  if  received  after  the  passing  of 
this  act,  shall  be  paid  or  delivered  by  the  Trustees  or  Assignees  to  the 
said  corporation  in  preference  to  all  other  debts  or  claims  upon  his  estate. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  declared 
to  be,  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  places  be- 
nignly and  favorably  for  every  beneficial  purpose  herein  expressed  or 
intended.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THH 

NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New- York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — 
but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places 
until  displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board :  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi,  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 
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Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of 
the  continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum 
two  patients  every  year. 

Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be 
a  Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three 
patients  annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect 
such  persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence 
or  contributions,  rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.    The  managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by 
adjournment  if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business  except  the  disposal, 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent  funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate  ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer  - 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  mea- 
sure proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all 
the  Directresses,  such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be 
designated  by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at 
the  Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to 
receive  and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission 
to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary 
powers. 
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Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the 
admission  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting 
of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the 
Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  Managers, 
except  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter 
shall  be,  yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Thursday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four- 
fifths  of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the 
Constitution  as  they  may  deem  advisable.

APPENDIX. 


The  Superintending  Physicians  of  the  Lying-in  Asylum  found 
that  great  numbers  of  necessitous  females  were  so  situated  in 
regard  to  their  families  at  home,  that  they  could  not  avail  them- 
selves of  the  assistance  offered  at  the  Asylum,  and  were  conse- 
quently compelled  to  rely  on  a  precarious  or  unskilful  attendance 
at  their  own  houses.  Desirous  of  making  suitable  provision  for 
this  class  of  patients,  they  have  established  an  out-door  charity  on 
the  excellent  plan  of  the  City  Dispensary.  They  have  divided  the 
city  into  nineteen  districts,  and  appointed  to  each  a  skilful  physi- 
cian, who  will,  upon  application,  give  his  attendance  at  the  resi- 
dence of  the  patients  ;  and  in  case  of  difficulty  or  danger,  will  call 
to  his  assistance  one  of  the  consulting  physicians  of  the  Asylum. 

The  office  where  applications  are  received,  is  in  the  basement 
story  of  the  Asylum ;  and  a  Resident  Physician,  Doct.  Alexander 
H.  Smith,  is  constantly  in  attendance  there,  to  receive  and  register 
the  names  of  the  applicants,  and  give  them  such  information  as 
will  enable  them  to  obtain  proper  assistance  when  it  shall  become 
necessary.

Report  of  the  Managers  of  the  New- York  Lying-in  Asylum, 

March,  1833* 


WiTn  grateful  acknowledgments  to  the  divine  goodness,  and  to 
the  munificent  patrons  and  friends  of  the  Institution  committed  to 
their  care,  the  managers  of  the  Lying-in  Asylum  present  their  tenth 
annual  report. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  there  were  seventeen  patients  in  the 
Asylum,  nine  of  whom  had  been  confined.  From  that  time  to  the 
1st  inst.  there  were  seventy-two  women  received.  Of  these  there 
are  fourteen  now  remaining  in  the  house,  ten  of  whom  are  sick. 
During  the  year  there  have  been  sixty-nine  births — among  these 
were  four  pair  of  twins.  Six  children  were  stillborn,  and  three  died 
in  the  Asylum.*  One  mother,  whose  child  was  dead  at  birth,  was 
so  much  grieved  and  disappointed  by  her  loss  that  her  mind  became 
deranged,  and  she  died  the  second  week  after  her  confinement. 
Twenty-four  of  the  women  who  have  left  the  Asylum  have  been 
employed  as  wet-nurses.  The  whole  number  of  patients  received 
into  the  Asylum  is  a  little  less  than  four  hundred.  From  the  brief 
statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Asylum  the  last  year,  it  would  not 
appear  that  its  usefulness  had  been  greatly  increased,  or  its  charity 
extended  to  very  many  more  patients  than  in  preceding  years.  This 
was  owing  to  a  peculiar  and  unavoidable  hindrance  to  the  ordinary 
proceedings  of  the  institution,  which,  though  it  tended  to  divert  the 
current  of  its  benevolence,  did  not  probably  lessen  it.  In  the  month 
of  July,  after  the  cholera  had  appeared  in  our  city,  an  irresistible 
appeal  was  made  by  the  Medical  Council  of  the  Board  of  Health,  for 
the  use  of  the  Asylum  for  convalescent  cholera  patients. 

*  The  number  of  deaths,  and  of  stillborn  children,  has  been  proportionably 
large.  From  the  report  of  the  physicians  it  appears  that  this  was  owing  to  obvi- 
ous and  unavoidable  causes.  The  mothers  of  two  of  the  infants  had  been  sick 
before  they  came  into  the  Asylum.  One  of  them  was  greatly  enfeebled  by  a  mer- 
curial course  of  treatment,  and  the  other  had  probably  taken  medicine  which 
caused  the  death  of  her  child.  Both  were  premature  births.  Of  the  stillborn 
the  first  two  wero  twins,  and  the  mother's  first  children.  She  was  very  ill  for  a 
number  of  days  before  her  confinement,  though  attended  under  the  direction  of 
the  consulting  physician. 


The  fatal  epidemic  had  already  extended  to  almost  every  portion 
of  the  city,  and  it  was  apprehended  by  the  consulting  physicians  of 
this  institution,  that  it  might  become  necessary  to  close  the  Asylum 
for  a  season  on  account  of  it.  Under  these  circumstances  the  mana- 
gers did  not  hesitate  to  do  what  appeared  to  be  their  immediate  duty, 
though  they  were  aware  that  they  would  thereby  subject  themselves 
to  much  inconvenience,  and  be  obliged  to  suspend  for  a  while  their 
operations.  The  house  was  therefore  given  up  to  the  Board  of 
Health,  and  appropriated  as  a  cholera  hospital  for  about  four  months. 
During  this  time  the  building  and,  furniture  necessarily  sustained 
much  injury  ;  but  by  the  liberality  of  the  Common  Council  the  mana- 
gers have  not  only  been  enabled  to  put  the  house  in  perfect  repair, 
and  replace  the  furniture,  but  they  had  a  balance  remaining  of  six 
hundred  dollars,  which  they  have  appropriated  towards  the  payment 
of  their  debt. 

There  were  a  few  patients  in  the  Asylum  who  had  not  been  con- 
fined when  the  Board  of  Health  took  possession  of  it.  They  were 
included  in  the  number  of  those  admitted  in  the  foregoing  statement, 
but  there  is  no  notice  of  their  discharge  upon  the  records  of  the  com- 
mittee, as  they  left  the  house  as  soon  as  they  were  able  to,  after  their 
confinement.  This  will  account  for  the  discrepancy  in  the  number 
of  patients  received,  and  those  discharged,  during  the  current 
year.  With  the  exception  of  the  interruption  already  mentioned, 
the  affairs  of  the  institution  have  proceeded  prosperously.  The 
matron,  Mrs.  Moneylaw,  has  continued  to  discharge  her  duty  with 
prudence  and  economy,  and,  the  managers  believe,  with  perfect 
fidelity. 

The  resident  physicians,  Drs.  Smith  and  Baxter,  have  been  faith- 
ful and  kind  to  the  sick,  attentive,  and  they  have  no  doubt,  skillful 
in  the  performance  of  their  professional  duties.  The  attending  and 
consulting  physicians  have  also  promptly  rendered  their  aid  when- 
ever it  has  been  deemed  necessary.  The  managers  take  great  plea- 
sure in  adding,  that  the  patients  whom  they  received  into  the  Asylum, 
have  almost  without  exception  proved  themselves  worthy  of  such  a 
charity.  They  have  generally  been  quite  unexceptionable  in  their 
conduct,  obedient  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  house,  and 
industrious  in  their  habits ;  and  some  of  them  have  expressed  much 


gratitude  on  leaving  the  institution.  Those  who  have  been  employed 
as  wet-nurses,  have,  with  but  one  exception,  so  far  as  is  known  to 
the  managers,  given  perfect  satisfaction.  Indeed,  such  has  been  the 
preference  for  nurses  from  this  institution,  from  the  confidence  in  tho 
community  that  none  will  be  recommended  who  are  not  virtuous  and 
healthy,  that  those  who  have  sought  places,  have  received  compen- 
sation from  their  employers  adequate  to  the  support  of  themselves  and 
child,  and  no  doubt  many  of  them  have  thereby  been  saved  from  the 
mortifying  necessity  of  seeking  shelter  and  support  in  our  alms  house. 

On  the  whole,  though  the  managers  do  not  wish  to  overrate  the 
benefits  which  have  been  derived  from  this  institution,  they  feel  that 
they  have  reason  to  rejoice,  and  to  take  courage,  when  they  recount 
the  many  embarrassments  and  difficulties  which  a  kind  Providence 
has  removed  out  of  their  way,  or  enabled  them  to  overcome  since  its 
first  organization. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  at  that  time,  another  institution,  estab- 
lished for  the  same  object  as  this,  had  a  nominal  existence,  that  it  was 
known  to  the  community  that  a  large  amount  of  funds  had  been 
expended  in  attempting  to  support  it,  and  that  finally  its  operations 
had  been  suspended  for  want  of  larger  endowments.  It  was  known 
also  that  that  institution  had  been  conducted  by  a  board  of  managers 
composed  of  men  of  wisdom  and  respectability ;  so  that  when  our 
citizens  were  called  on  for  the  contribution  of  money  for  this,  the 
failure  of  the  other  was  regarded  as  a  good  and  sufficient  reason  why 
it  was  unnecessary  or  inexpedient  for  them  to  give.  For  while  some 
questioned  the  necessity  of  such  a  charity,  others  doubted  the  propri- 
ety of  trusting  it  to  the  management  of  the  ladies.  A  still  more  for- 
midable objection  was  raised  to  our  providing  exclusively  for  patients 
of  unexceptionable  moral  character.  Now  the  managers  take  encou- 
ragement from  the  fact  that  the  Asylum  has  not  only  been  supported 
and  prospered  in  despite  of  all  these  objections,  but  that  its  prosperity 
has  been  such  as  actually  to  demonstrate  their  futility.  No  one  who 
is  at  all  acquainted  with  the  history  of  this  Asylum  will  doubt  of  its 
having  been  the  means  of  essential  benefit  to  the  poor  ;  and  it  is 
equally  obvious,  that  it  has  been  the  means  of  a  large  saving  to  the 
city  corporation.  If  there  is,  in  the  whole  range  of  civilized  society, 
a  class  of  persons  who  more  than  any  other  have  a  claim  to  the  sym- 
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pathy  and  assistance  of  the  benevolent,  surely  it  is  the  destitute 
widow  and  the  fatherless  infant ;  and  under  what  possible  circum- 
stances can  their  claim_be  so  irresistible  as  when  they  need  an  Asy- 
lum like  ours?  It  never  can  again  be  said  that  such  an  institution  is 
unnecessary  in  this  great  city,  where  the  constants-influx  of  poor 
foreigners  is  greater  than  in  any  other  of  equal  population  on  the  face 
of  the  globe. 

With  regard  to  the  management  of  the  Asylum,  we  will  not  say  it 
could  not  have  been  better ;  but  we  can  confidently  assert  that  the 
funds  which  have  been  contributed  have  been  neither  squandered  nor 
greatly  diminished.  The  accommodations  for  the  sick  have  been 
gradually  enlarged  from  year  to  year.  The  real  estate  at  present 
belonging  to  the  society  is  thought  by  competent  judges  to  be  much 
more  valuable  than  when  it  was  purchased,  and  the  furniture  in  the 
house  has  been  increasing  in  quantity  and  value.  The  managers 
do  not  intend  by  these  remarks  to  convey  the  impression  that  the 
Asylum  is  independent  in  its  monied  concerns,  or  that  it  does  not 
need  the  liberal  and  constant  support  of  its  friends,  as  much  as  at 
any  former  period  ;  for  they  are  still  in  debt  fourteen  hundred  dollars 
for  the  building ;  but  they  do  hope  that  a  statement  of  its  past  suc- 
cess will  serve  to  increase  the  confidence  of  its  friends,  and  to  remove 
all  doubts,  if  any  exist,  as  to  the  safety  of  contributing  towards  extin- 
guishing their  debt.  It  is  understood  that  the  managers  of  the  old 
Lying-in  Hospital,  the  institution  to  which  we  have  before  alluded, 
have  a  number  of  thousand  dollars  in  their  possession  which  was 
raised  expressly  for*  the  support  of  such  a  charity ;  and  we  would 
humbly  suggest  to  them  the  propriety  of  appropriating  that  fund, 
which  is  now  inactive,  to  the  use  of  the  Asylum.  If  the  gentlemen 
who  have  the  money  in  trust  should  have  apprehension  that  the  mana- 
gers would  not  use  it  with  wisdom  and  economy,  let  them  retain  the 
principal  in  their  own  hands,  and  contribute  the  interest  of  it  to  this 
object.  This,  we  are  persuaded,  would  be  soon  so  palpably  beneficial 
to  this  purely  benevolent  cause,  that  the  humane  gentlemen  in  ques- 
tion would  no  less  rejoice  in  the  measure  than  those  who  are  now  so 
desirous  to  accomplish  it.  Could^such  a  common  interest  be  felt  in 
the  prosperity  of  the  institution,  we  would  ask  for  it  no  more  perma. 
nent  basis.    We  know  that  there  was  a  time  when  some  of  the  mem-

bers  objected  to  the  principle  in  our  institution  which  excludes  from 
the  Asylum  the  dissolute  and  vicious  ;  but  since  the  physicians  of  the 
institution  have  made  provision  for  the  gratuitous  and  skillful  attend- 
ance at  their  own  lodgings,  upon  all  those  who  will  take  pains  to  make 
application  at  the  Asylum ;  and  since  this  experiment  has  been  most 
successfully  made'  during  the  last  two  years,  the  managers  cannot 
but  think  that  the  plan  which  they  have  adopted  will  be  generally,  if 
not  universally,  preferred  to  that  of  accommodating  the  virtuous  and 
vicious  under  the  same  roof;  of  placing  all  upon  the  same  level, 
whether  brought  to  want  by  crime  or  by  misfortune ;  and  thereby 
encouraging,  the  one  in  her  criminal  improvidence,  as  much  as  the 
orher  who  is  suffering  under  the  pressure  of  unavoidable  calamity. 
The  managers  have  learnt  from  the  report  of  the  physicians,  that  in 
the  course  of  the  last  year  there  have  been  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  applications  for  attendance  out  of  the  Asylum,  and  that  great 
care  is  taken  to  select  district  physicians  who  are  in  all  respects  well 
qualified  to  do  justice  to  the  sick.  In  cases  of  danger  or  difficulty 
they  have  the  benefit  of  the  same  professional  council  as  the  attend- 
ing physicians  in  the  Asylum. 

The  managers  feel  it  their  duty  before  closing  this  report,  again  to 
solicit  the  co-operation  of  the  friends  of  this  charity,  in  redeeming  it 
from  debt.  The  annual  subscribers  have  for  a  few  years  past  greatly 
diminished,  and  unless  new  subscriptions  and  donations  are  obtained 
it  will  be  in  vain  that  the  accommodations  for  the  sick  have  been 
greatly  enlarged  and  :improved.  The  institution  must  still  look  to 
the  benevolent  in  our  city,  not  only  to  be  relieved  from  the  debt 
incurred  by  building,  but  in  a  great  measure  for  the  means  of  its 
support. 

The  managers  do  not  distrust'the  liberality  of  the  community  to  this 
charity,  for  hitherto  they  have^had  more  cause  for  gratitude  than 
complaint ;  but  there  are^  hindrances  to  ^their  obtaining  'money  to 
sustain  it,  arising  from  the  very  nature  of  the  institution,  which  do  not 
exist  in  any  other.  Its  strongest  claims'to  support  can  never  be  proi 
minently  exhibited  before  the  public  ;  and  from"  its  quiet  and  humble 
position  among  the  other  objects  of  benevolence  in  our  city,  it  never 
can  expect  contributions  from  those  who  give  to  be  seen  of  men.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

NEW- YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New- York  Asylum  for 
Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  comfortable  accom- 
modations, and  skilful  medical  attendance,  to  reputable  females,  who  desire 
an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their  confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board  of 
Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall  elect  by  ballot,  from 
their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Directress 
a  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the 
term  of  one  year — but  any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superintending  and 
Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until  displaced  by  the 
unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may 
occur  in  their  own  board :  the  Physicians  shall  in  like  manner  have  power 
to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  board,  and  to  appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of 
the  Asylum.  All  other  offices  and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated 
and  filled,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call 
special  meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annually  shall 
be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend  one  patient  to  the 
Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the  continuance  of  such 
subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time,  shall  be 
an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum 
one  patient  in  every  year. 
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Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a  Patron 
of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two  patients  every 
year. 

Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a  benefactor, 
and  entitled  to  recomme'nd  to  the  Asylum  three  patients  annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such  persons 
honorary  members  as  shall  have  by  their  influence  or  contributions,  rendered 
essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  adjournment 
if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be  competent 
to  the  transaction  of  any  business  except  the  disposal,  by  sale  or  otherwise, 
of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  permanent  funds  of  the  corporation, 
or  of  its  real  estate  ;  for  which  purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  constitute  a  quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the 
Treasurer  for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure  proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who  shall  be 
present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  board  of  managers,  or  of  the 
Society ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Directresses,  such  other  Mana- 
ger shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated  by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee  from  their 
own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the  Asylum  on  two 
days  of  every  week,  from  10  till  12  o'clock,  to  receive  and  decide  upon  all 
applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asylum,  and  for  which  purpose 
they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Mana- 
gers, at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance  to  the 
Managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admission  of  patients. 
One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  and  one 
of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager,  or  enti- 
tled to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  Managers,  except  such  per- 
sons of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  yearly  subscribers  to 
the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four-fifths  of  the  members 
present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  Constitution  as  they  may  deem 
advisable.

APPENDIX. 


The  superintending  physicians  of  the  Lying-in  Asylum  found  that  great  num- 
bers of  necessitous  females  were  so  situated  in  regard  to  their  families  at  home, 
that  they  could  not  avail  themselves  of  the  assistance  offered  at  the  Asylum,  and 
were  consequently  compelled  to  rely  on  a  precarious  or  unskilful  attendance  at 
their  own  houses.  Desirous  of  making  suitable  provisionfor  this  class  of  patients, 
they  have  established  an  out-door  charity  on  the  excellent  plan  of  the  City  Dyspen- 
eary.  They  have  divided  the  city  into  nineteen  districts,  and  appointed  to  each 
a  skilful  physician,  who  will,  upon  application,  give  his  attendance  at  the  resi- 
dence of  the  patients ;  and  in  case  of  difficulty  or  danger,  will  call  to  his  assist- 
ance one  of  the  consulting  physicians  of  the  Asylum. 

The  office  where  applications  are  received,  is  in  the  basement  story  of  the 
Asylum  ;  and  a  resident  physician,  Dr.  Alexander  H.  Smith,  is  constantly  in 
attendance  there,  to  receive  and  register  the  names  of  the  applicants,  and  give 
them  such  information  as  will  enable  them  to  obtain  proper  assistance  when  it 
shall  become  necessary.

FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


It  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Managers  of  the  New- 
York  Lying-in  Asylum,  to  present  to  the  public,  their 
Fourteenth  Annual  Report.  During  the  last  year,  one 
hundred  and  eleven  respectable  married  women, 
whose  marriage  was  proved  either  by  certificate,  or 
satisfactory  evidence  given  to  the  Committee,  have 
been  admitted  into  the  Asylum.  Ninety-four  have 
been  safely  confined,  and  left  the  house,  and  of  these 
forty- one  have  gone  into  families  as  nurses,  and  a  few 
more  in  other  domestic  capacities  ;  twenty-seven  still 
remain  in  the  house.  One  hundred  and  sixty  patients, 
the  situation  of  whose  families  would  not  allow  their 
removal  to  the  Asylum,  have  been  attended  at  their 
respective  dwellings  by  the  District  Physicians,  and 
in  this  place  the  Managers  would  offer  their  united 
thanks  to  the  District  Physicians,  for  their  kindness 
and  attention  to  those  individuals.  The  Managers 
very  much  regret  the  resignation  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  John  Augustus  McVickar,  who  has  been 
untiring  and  skilful  in  performing  his  professional 
duties  :  during  two  years  and  nine  months  residence 
in  the  Asylum,  he  has  had  charge  of  five  hundred  and 
fifty  patients,  and  with  one  exception,  all  have  done 
well.  The  Managers  feel  deeply  interested  in  his 
welfare,  and  are  happy  in  being  assured  by  him  of 
his  continued  interest  in  the  Institution.  The  Mana- 
gers' anxiety  is  very  much  quieted  knowing  the  kind- 
ness and  prompt  attention,  of  the  attending  and  con- 
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suiting  Physicians,  whenever  required,  and  for  their 
advice  and  counsel,  which  is  duly  appreciated,  they 
tender  their  sincere  acknowledgments. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  the  Managers  can  repeat 
from  year  to  year  their  entire  confidence  in  the 
Matron,  and  can  with  safety  say,  she  has  in  every 
instance  discharged  her  duty  with  faithfulness  and  to 
their  satisfaction. 

The  Managers  offer  with  kindest  feelings,  their 
cordial  thanks  to  the  public,  and  their  friends,  who 
have  from  time  to  time  encouraged  their  hearts,  by 
giving  that  assistance  which  was  so  needed,  and  to 
those  particularly  whose  advice  and  exertions,  have 
very  much  benefitted  the  Establishment.  Upon  look- 
ing over  the  records  of  the  Institution,  we  find  that  a 
number  of  ladies  were  induced  to  form  a  society  of 
this  kind,  from  a  statement  made  by  several  respecta- 
ble Physicians,  in  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-three, 
giving  a  melancholy  account  of  the  extreme  sufferings 
of  destitute  woman  in  her  hour  of  danger,  and  in  very 
many  instances  the  life  of  both  mother  and  child 
sacrificed.  The  society  was  formed  with  a  view  to 
rescue  and  relieve  the  virtuous  and  respectable  poor. 
Their  funds  being  inadequate  to  hire  a  house,  they  oc- 
cupied a  room  in  the  Hospital,  but  after  encountering 
many  difficulties,  they  became  discouraged  and  were 
obliged  to  abandon  it.  During  the  following  year,  the 
Governors  of  the  Hospital  were  under  the  necessity  of 
closing  their  ward,  which  entirely  deprived  the  above 
mentioned  class  of  any  shelter,  there  being  then  no 
other  place  of  the  kind  in  the  city.  The  ladies 
determined  to  make  another  effort :  they  then  hired  a 
small  house  in  Green-street,  which  they  occupied 
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several  years.  The  number  of  applicants  increased, 
and  by  the  liberality  and  kindness  of  their  friends  and 
the  public,  the  Managers  in  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty-one,  erected  a  building,  commodious  and  com- 
fortable, containing  sixteen  rooms.  Although  they  are 
not  all  occupied,  still  the  number  of  applicants  continue 
to  increase.  It  appears  the  first  year  there  were 
eighteen  applicants,  and  this  year,  as  before^  stated,  one 
hundred  and  eleven.  In  faithfully  searching  the 
records,  eight  deaths  only,  are  numbered  in  the  four- 
teen years,  and  nine  hundred  and  sixty  have  done 
well,  which  calls  loudly  for  praise  and  adoration  to  the 
Father  of  mercies  who  has  so  abundantly  blessed  the 
means  used  by  those  who  administered.  Now  in 
closing  the  Report,  the  Managers  must  again  call  upon 
the  sympathies  of  the  public,  and  earnestly  solicit  a 
continuation  of  their  favors  ;  for  without  their  assis- 
tance the  Establishment  cannot  be  sustained,  it  being 
the  only  one  in  this  large  and  populous  city.  The 
yearly  subscriptions  fall  very  far  short  of  defraying 
the  expenses. 

The  Managers  are  aware  there  are  very  many  inter- 
esting cases,  which  if  related  would  forcibly  appeal  to 
the  best  feelings  of  a  generous  public  ;  but  they  deem 
it  improper  in  this  place,  and  must  trust  to  their  former 
statements,  and  the  knowledge  the  public  have  of  the 
importance  of  such  an  Institution,  and  do  not  feel  dis- 
couraged, as  their  appeals  have  ever  been  heard, 
and  answered  ;  and  with  great  gratitude  to  a  kind 
protecting  Providence,  which  has  ever  smiled  upon 
their  undertakings,  the  Managers  now  submit  this  to 
their  patrons  and  friends,  and  pray  they  may  be  blest 
and  doubly  paid  by  Him  who  loves  a  cheerful  giver. 


CONSTITUTION 

OF 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  M  The  New- York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  in.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board  ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  fivre  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftenor  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal, 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  disignated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Societ}'  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four-fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
as  they  may  deem  advisable.

APPENDIX. 


The  Superintending  Physicians  of  the  Lying-in  Asylum,  found  that  great  num- 
bers of  necessitous  females  were  so  situated  in  regard  to  their  families  at  home,  that 
they  could  not  avail  themselves  of  the  assistance  offered  at  the  Asylum,  and  were 
consequently  compelled  to  rely  on  a  precarious  or  unskilful  attendance  at  their 
own  houses.  Desirous  of  making  suitable  provision  for  this  class  of  patients,  they 
have  established  an  out-door  charity,  on  the  excellent  plan  of  the  City  Dispensary. 
They  have  divided  the  city  into  nineteen  districts,  and  appointed  to  each  a  skilful 
physician,  who  will,  upon  application,  give  his  attendance  at  the  residence  of  the 
patients ;  and  in  case  of  difficulty  or  danger,  will  call  to  his  assistance  one  of  the 
Consulting  Physicians  of  the  Asylum. 

The  office  where  applications  are  received,  is  in  the  basement  story  of  the  Asy- 
lum; and  a  Resident  Physician,  Doctor  P.  Turpin.is  constantly  in  attend- 
ance there,  to  receive  and  register  the  names  of  the  applicants,  and  give 
them  such  information  as  will  enable  them  to  obtain  proper  assistance  when  it 
shall  become  necessary.

FIFTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  New- York  Lying-in  Asylum, 
in  presenting  their  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  to  their 
patrons  and  the  public,  beg  leave  to  express  their 
warm  acknowledgments  for  the  kind  assistance  that 
has  been  cheerfully  given  them,  from  time  to  time,  and 
for  the  indulgent  ear  that  has  been  lent  to  their  appeals  ; 
which  has  greatly  encouraged  them  to  persevere  in  the 
duties  of  the  Institution.  In  the  last  Report  it  was 
stated  that  ninety-four  women  had  been  taken  care  of 
the  year  previous.  Since  then,  one  hundred  and  for- 
ty-nine patients  have  been  received,  and  one  hundred 
and  thirty-nine  have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the 
House ;  having  been  safely  confined,  and  left,  either 
as  nurses  in  respectable  families,  or  to  their  own  res- 
pective homes.  It  will  be  observed  how  greatly  the 
number  has  increased,  for  never  since  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Society,  have  there  been  so  many  respect- 
able women  applying  for  admission.  Their  husbands 
not  being  able  to  obtain  work  as  formerly,  has  neces- 
sarily deprived  them  of  the  comfort  they  needed  in 
their  situation,  and  they  were  compelled  (in  many  in- 
stances for  the  first  time,)  to  ask  charity.  There  has 
been  two  deaths,  since  the  last  report ;  one  of  these, 
was  a  woman  brought  in  after  her  confinement,  a 
practice  which  by  the  advice  of  the  Physicians,  the 
Managers  have  forbidden  in  future,  as  there  are  Dis- 
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trict  Physicians  who  have  ever  been  prompt  and  at- 
tentive to  those  to  whom  they  were  called,  and  to 
whose  care,  such  cases  may  safely  be  confided. 
From  the  records  of  the  Resident  Physician,  it  appears 
they  have  attended  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  pa- 
tients at  their  own  dwellings,  in  different  parts  of  the 
city.  At  this  period  there  are  twenty-two  women  in 
the  Asylum,  forty-seven  have  gone  out  as  nurses,  and 
many  more  could  have  been  recommended,  had  they 
been  called  for.  The  Managers  feel  very  happy  in 
stating  from  year  to  year,  their  entire  confidence  in 
the  Matron,  who  has  ever  been  faithful,  kind  and 
economical :  giving  every  care  for  the  bodily  health 
and  comfort  of  those  she  superintends ;  she  is  at  the 
same  time  solicitous  for  their  future  welfare,  and  en- 
deavors by  example  and  precept,  to  instill  good 
principles. 

To  the  Gentlemen,  and  to  the  Physicians,  who  have 
ever  kindly  offered  their  advice  and  assistance,  the 
Managers  with  great  regard  tender  their  sincere  thanks, 
and  can  truly  say,  the  relief  is  unspeakable  to  know 
in  any  emergency,  they  have  the  privilege  of  calling 
upon  those  gentlemen,  who  have  ever  evinced  a  readi- 
ness to  benefit  the  Institution.  The  Resident  Physi- 
cian, Dr.  Charles  D.  Smith, who  has  recently  been  ap- 
pointed to  fill  that  office,  was  highly  recommended  by 
a  number  of  respectable  Physicians.  The  Managers 
cannot  close  this  Report,  before  lifting  up  their  hearts 
with  thanksgiving  and  praise,  to  the  Author  of  all 
goodness,  whose  watchful  and  kind  Providence  has  in 
every  instance  preserved  their  lives  and  health,  and 
enabled  them  to  attend  to  the  wants  of  those  that  have 
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been  placed  under  their  care,  and  also  to  humbly  im- 
plore a  continuation  of  His  blessings  who  has  inclined 
the  hearts  of  many  to  lend  a  helping  hand ;  and  thus 
greatly  aided  the  Managers  in  distributing  the  benefits 
of  the  Institution. 

The  Managers  feel  they  have  been  generously 
dealt  with  by  their  patrons  and  the  public,  still  they 
must  remind  them  that  without  constant  assistance, 
and  strict  economy,  the  establishment  cannot  be  sup- 
ported ;  and  again  repeat  that  the  most  trifling  thing 
that  can  be  given,  will  be  gratefully  received,  and  will 
be  of  consequence  to  the  Asylum.

The  Board  of  Consulting  Physicians  embrace  this  occasion  to  ex- 
press the  great  satisfaction  they  feel  at  the  manner  in  which  the 
affairs  of  this  Institution  have  been  conducted  since  its  commence- 
ment, and  especially  during  the  past  year.  Too  much  praise  cannot 
be  given  to  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  unwearied  pains  they  have 
taken  in  superintending  its  concerns,  nor  to  the  subordinate  agents  of 
the  Asylum,  for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  they  have  obeyed  the 
Managers  in  attending  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  interesting 
class  of  patients  committed  to  their  care,  and  for  the  neatness  and 
economy  pervading  every  department  of  the  establishment.  To  the 
Resident  Physician,  Dr.  Charles  D.  Smith,  they  feel  grateful  for  the 
kindness,  skill,  and  attention,  with  which  he  has  discharged  the  im- 
portant duties  of  his  office. 

To  the  District  Physicians,  the  Board  return  their  thanks  for  their 
prompt  attention  to  and  skilful  management  of  those  patients  who 
have  preferred  remaining  at  their  own  houses,  to  entering  the  wards 
of  the  Asylum 

Since  the  last  anniversary  of  this  Institution,  the  Board  have  to 
deplore  the  loss  of  their  associate  and  fellow  laborer,  Dr.  Anson  W. 
Ives.  Cut  off  in  ihe  prime  of  life  and  usefulness,  by  a  wise  but  mys- 
terious Providence,  he  rests  from  his  labors,  and  his  place  knows  him 
no  more  j  but  we  who  survive  him,  especially  those  attached  to  this 
Institution,  cannot  easily  or  speedily  forget  the  share  he  had  in  its 
origin,  or  the  deep  interest  he  took  in  its  prosperity.  Great  as  his 
loss  is  to  his  profession,  his  family  and  friends,  it  will  be  felt  no  where 
more  acutely  than  by  those  charitable  associations  to  which  so  large  a 
portion  of  his  time  and  talent  were  devoted,  and  by  none  more  than 
by  this  ;  so  much  and  so  deeply  indebted  to  his  exertions. 

The  Board  of  Physicians  would  do  injustice  to  this  Institution,  and 
violence  to  their  own  feelings,  if  they  should  omit  this  occasion  of 
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recommending  this  useful  charity  once  more  to  public  attention.  The 
able  manner  in  which  it  has  been  conducted,  the  obstacles  it  has  sur- 
mounted, the  very  extensive  relief  it  has  afforded  (in  comparison 
with  its  means,)  to  hundreds  of  destitute  respectable  females,  at  a 
time  when  aid  is  more  imperiously  demanded  than  at  any  other  ;  the 
fact  that  it  is  the  only  resort  for  destitute  lying-in  women  in  this 
large  city,  other  than  the  Alms  House ;  and  that  the  extent  of  its 
charity  has  only  been  limited  by  its  means  ;  certainly  give  this  In- 
stitution claims  on  the  notice  and  liberality  of  this  community  of  no 
common  order.  The  Board  feel  confident  that  it  is  only  necessary  to 
make  these  facts  known  to  our  charitable  and  liberal  fellow  citizens, 
to  obtain  for  this  charity  a  more  generous  support  and  more  extended 
means  of  benevolence  and  usefulness.  They  therefore  recommend  a 
wide  circulation  of  the  Annual  Report,  and  renewed  exertions  of  all 
who  take  an  interest  in'its  objects,  to  enlarge  its  means  and  of  course 
its  ability  of  doing  good  ;  firmly  confident  in  the  zeal  and  energy  of 
its  Managers,  and  the  blessing  of  that  Providence  who  regards  with 
favor  all  benevolent  exertions,  we  look  forward  to  the  career  of  this 
Institution  with  confidence  and  hope  ;  and  take  our  leave  of  the 
Managers  with  every  wish  for  their  future  prosperity  and  happiness.

CONSTITUTION 

OF 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New- York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii,  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty -five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 


Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal, 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man 
agers,  or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  disignated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four-fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
as  they  may  deem  advisable.

The  Superintending  Physicians  of  the  Lying-in  Asylum,  found  that  great  num- 
bers of  necessitous  females  were  so  situated  in  regard  to  their  families  at  home,  that 
they  could  not  avail  themselves  of  the  assistance  offered  at  the  Asylum,  and  were 
consequently  compelled  to  rely  on  a  precarious  or  unskilful  attendance  at  their 
own  houses.  Desirous  of  making  suitable  provision  for  this  class  of  patients,  they 
have  established  an  out-door  charity,  on  the  excellent  plan  of  the  City  Dispensary. 
They  have  divided  the  city  into  nineteen  districts,  and  appointed  to  each  a  skilful 
physician,  who  will,  upon  application,  give  his  attendance  at  the  residence  of  the 
patients ;  and  in  case  of  difficulty  or  danger,  will  call  to  his  assistance  one  of  the 
Consulting  Physicians  of  the  Asylum. 

The  office  where  applications  are  received,  is  in  the  basement  story  of  the  Asy- 
lum; and  a  Resident  Physician,  Doctor  Chas  D.  Smith,  is  constantly  in  attend- 
ance there,  to  receive  and  register  the  names  of  the  applicants,  and  give 
them  such  information  as  will  enable  them  to  obtain  proper  assistance  when  it 
shall  become  necessary,

EIGHTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


It  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Managers  of  the  New- 
York  Lying-in  Asylum  at  this  time,  to  present  their 
Eighteenth  Annual  Report  to  their  patrons  and  the 
public,  and  while  they  cheerfully  acknowledge  the 
assistance  they  have  received,  they  would  beg  for  a 
continued  and  increased  share  of  the  patronage  of  a 
charitable  and  enlightened  community.  During  the 
past  year,  the  number  of  patients  enjoying  the  bene- 
fits of  the  Asylum  has  been  large,  and  the  Managers 
would  give  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  that  not  a 
single  deserving  object  has  been  turned  from  our 
doors,  without  experiencing  relief.  The  last  report 
stated,  one  hundred  and  five  women  taken  care  of, 
and  twenty-nine  still  remaining  in  the  house,  since 
which,  one  hundred  and  twenty  patients  have  been 
admitted,  one  hundred  and  one  confined,  ninety-eight 
births,  three  pair  of  twins,  and  only  three  deaths  of 
mothers,  and  three  of  children,  have  taken  place  : 
fifty  of  the  patients  have  been  provided  with  situa- 
tions in  respectable  families,  in  the  capacity  of  Wet 
Nurses ;  and  in  this  respect,  the  Asylum  is  daily 
increasing  in  importance  as  it  becomes  known,  and 
this  may  be  considered  no  unimportant  feature  of  its 
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utility.  In  obtaining  nurses  from  the  Asylum,  no  fear 
need  be  entertained  of  receiving  improper  persons,  as 
the  Ladies  of  the  Receiving  Committee,  make  rigid 
examinations  into  the  characters  of  all  applicants, 
while  the  Matron  and  Physician,  have  respectively 
ample  opportunities  of  judging  of  their  temper  and 
health  required  for  a  person  charged  with  such  an  im- 
portant duty.  The  Managers  take  great  pleasure  in 
expressing  to  their  friends  both  in  New-York  and 
Brooklyn,  their  heartfelt  gratitude,  for  the  favor  they 
have  extended  to  them  the  past  year.  They  do  not 
distrust  the  liberality  of  the  community  to  this  charity, 
for  hitherto,  they  have  had  more  cause  for  gratitude 
than  complaint,  but  there  are  hindrances  to  their 
obtaining  money  to  sustain  it,  arising  from  the  nature 
of  the  Institution,  which  do  not  exist  in  any  other. 
Its  strongest  claims  to  support  can  never  be  promi- 
nently exhibited  before  the  public,  and  from  its  quiet 
and  humble  position,  among  the  other  objects  of  bene- 
volence in  our  city,  it  never  can  expect  contributions 
from  those,  who  give  to  be  seen  of  men. 

The  Managers  feel  very  happy  in  stating  from  year 
to  year,  their  entire  confidence  in  the  Matron,  who  in 
her  department,  has  paid  the  most  assiduous  attention 
to  both  the  spiritual  and  temporal  well-being  of  the 
patients.  To  the  gentlemen,  and  Physicians,  the  Ma- 
nagers would  tender  their  most  sincere  thanks,  for 
their  kind  advice  and  assistance,  which  has  ever  been 
so  readily  offered.  The  Resident  Physician,  Dr.  John 
Conger,  (lately  appointed,)  has  ever  been  faithful  and 
kind  to  those  under  his  charge.    The  Attending  and 


Consulting  Physicians,  have  also  promptly  offered  their 
aid,  whenever  it  has  been  required. 

Before  closing  this  report,  the  Managers  would 
again  appeal  to  the  benevolence  of  the  community. 
As  the  Asylum  is  supported  by  voluntary  subscription 
and  donation,  the  influence  of  the  hard  times  has  been 
felt  by  them,  as  some  of  their  former  contributors 
have  been  obliged  to  withdraw  their  subscriptions. 
But  they  trust  that  their  institution  still  holds  a  promi- 
nent place  in  the  feelings  of  the  public.  Erroneous 
impressions  have  gone  abroad,  that  numbers  of  deaths 
have  occurred  in  the  Asylum ;  this  we  would  state  is 
not  the  case,  the  mistake  has  arisen  from  confounding 
this  institution  with  that  at  the  Alms  House.

CONSULTING  PHYSICIANS'  REPORT. 


TO  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS  OF  THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM 
FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN,  

The  Medical  Board  of  the  Asylum,  in  presenting  their  report  for 
the  past  year,  have  some  facts  to  present,  which  give  it  a  different 
character  from  most  of  those  which  have  preceded — we  allude  to  the 
three  deaths  noticed  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  first  death  was  that  of  Catharine  Scott,  confined  April 
27th,  and  died  the  30th.  She  had  labored  under  a  latent  Pneumonic, 
extending  to  both  lungs,  and  of  some  standing,  which  having  been 
arrested  during  her  gestation,  now  rapidly  developed  itself,  and  soon 
ended  fatally — an  occurrence  by  no  means  uncommon,  and  which 
could  not  be  connected  with  any  local  causes. 

The  patients  of  the  Institution  all  continued  to  do  well  during  the 
the  summer,  and  until  the  8th  of  October,  when  Mary  Ann  Coles 
was  taken  ill  with  decided  symptoms  of  Puerperal  Fever  ;  she  died 
on  the  14th.  Elizabeth  Bishop  was  taken  five  days  after,  having 
been  delivered  of  twins,  and  died  on  the  28th,  of  a  similar  form  of 
disease. 

These  two  cases  having  created  considerable  sensation  among  our 
patients,  a  solicitude  with  our  Managers,  as  well  as  anxiety  with  the 
Board,  not  knowing  to  what  extent  the  disease  might  progress,  it  was 
determined  that  no  more  patients  should  be  received,  and  the  house 
was  accordingly  closed  for  one  month.  The  patients  remaining  were 
removed  to  the  third  story,  and  the  rooms  thoroughly  cleansed.  By 
this  means,  under  the  blessing  of  Providence,  the  further  progress  of 
disease  was  arrested,  and  our  establishment  returned  to  its  usual 
course  of  usefulness.  It  should  be  stated  in  connection  with  the 
above  circumstances,  that  a  number  of  patients,  from  eight  to  twelve, 
either  from  the  state  of  atmosphere  in  which  they  were  confined,  or 
the  excitement  induced,  required  bleeding  and  other  depleting  remedies, 
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which  had  a  happy  effect  in  arresting  their  unpleasant  symptoms,  and 
their  cases  all  terminated  favorably. 

We  feel  specially  bound  thus  far  to  state  particulars,  that  the  public 
may  understand  the  amount  of  disease  which  has  existed  in  our  Insti- 
tution, and  the  success  which  has  attended  the  efforts  for  its  removal. 
First,  to  correct  misrepresentation,  and  second,  to  show  that  our  ex- 
penses have  been  materially  increased  thereby,*  and  also  have  the 
satisfaction  to  state,  that  in  all  our  recommendations,  we  have  had  the 
united  and  active  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Nurses  furnished  to  private  families  about  580.  The  whole  num- 
ber of  patients  admitted  into  the  Asylum,  since  its  first  opening  in 
]  823,  is  ]  334.  Deaths,  13.  There  have  been  attended  at  their  own 
dwellings,  since  the  establishment  of  the  out-door  charity  in  1838. 1663. 

A  tabular  statement  of  all  the  cases  which  have  occurred  in  the 
Institution  since  its  foundation,  has  been  drawn  up  by  Dr.  Conger, 
the  present  resident.  This  statement,  we  trust,  will  be  interesting  to 
the  medical  profession.  We  regret  that  owing  to  defective  records 
previous  to  1839,  the  statement  is  not  so  correct  as  we  could  desire. 
Since  that  period,  however,  a  very  full  tabular  record  has  been  kept 
by  the  Resident  Physicians,  with  details  more  or  less  minute,  in  a  se- 
parate case-book. 

With  regard  to  the  out-door  cases,  the  names  alone  have  heretofore 
been  registered.  Dr.  Conger  has  commenced  a  tabular  record  of  these 
also,  with  the  important  particulars  of  each  case,  which  the  District 
Physicians  are  expected  to  communicate  for  the  purpose. 

While  we  are  endeavoring  from  year  to  year,  to  increase  the  value 
of  this  Asylum,  by  a  more  systematic  arrangement  of  its  different 
departments,  and  encourage  those  connected  with  it,  to  record  every 
particular  that  may  be  of  interest  to  those  who  may  follow  us — we 
are  still  desirous  if  practicable,  of  so  far  increasing  our  means,  as  to 
obtain  a  suitable  Library,  and  necessary  supply  of  other  requisites  for 
a  public  institution.  We  would  solicit  the  attention  of  our  medical 
friends  to  these  particulars,  and  hope  their  charitable  disposition  will 
be  manifested  towards  this  useful  establishment.

CONSTITUTION 

OP 

THE  NEW- YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New- York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal, 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four-fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
as  they  may  deem  advisable.

APPENDIX. 


The  Superintending  Physicians  of  the  Lying-in  Asylum,  found  that 
great  numbers  of  necessitous  females  were  so  situated  in  regard  to 
their  families  at  home,  that  they  could  not  avail  themselves  of  the  as- 
sistance offered  at  the  Asylum,  and  were  consequently  compelled  to 
rely  on  a  precarious  or  unskillful  attendance  at  their  own  houses.  De- 
sirous of  making  suitable  provision  for  this  class  of  patients,  they  have 
established  an  out-door  charity,  on  the  excellent  plan  of  the  City  Dis- 
pensary. They  have  divided  the  city  into  twenty-four  districts,  and 
appointed  to  each  a  skillful  physician,  who  will,  upon  application,  give 
his  attendance  at  the  residence  of  the  patients  ;  and  in  case  of  difficul- 
ty or  danger,  will  call  to  his  assistance  one  of  the  Consulting  Physi- 
cians of  the  Asylum. 

The  office  where  applications  are  received,  is  in  the  basement  story 
of  the  Asylum  ;  and  a  Resident  Physician,  Doctor  John  Conger,  is 
constantly  in  attendance  there,  to  receive  and  register  the  names  of 
the  applicants,  and  give  them  such  information  as  will  enable  them  to 
obtain  proper  assistance  when  it  shall  become  necessary.

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NINETEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  New- York  Lying-in  Asylum,  on  this 
their  nineteenth  anniversary,  would  gratefully  acknowledge 
the  goodness  of  that  Beneficent  Being  without  whose  superin- 
tending care  they  could  not  be  sustained  for  a  moment,  in  thus 
enabling  them  to  present  the  cheering  intelligence,  that  not- 
withstanding their  institution,  in  common  with  others,  suffered 
in  the  diminution  of  its  resources  from  public  embarrassment, 
and  in  a  peculiar  manner  from  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic 
disease  which  greatly  increased  the  expenditures,  and  suspen- 
ded for  a  time  its  usefulness,  it  has  been  in  their  power  to 
furnish  shelter,  comfort,  kind  and  sympathizing  care  to  every 
deserving  object  that  has  presented. 

Since  the  last  report,  seventy-two  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Asylum,  sixty-eight  have  been  safely  delivered,  fifty-six  left  in 
health,  thirty-four  of  whom  obtained  situations  as  nurses,  and 
several  more  were  provided  with  places,  after  leaving  at  the 
expiration  of  their  regular  time,  and  there  are  sixteen  in  the 
house  at  the  present  time.  We  would  again  call  the  attention 
of  our  patrons  and  the  public  to  the  fact  of  the  returns  which 
this  Institution  makes,  in  supplying  healthy  and  respectable 
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nurses — the  Physician  and  Matron  having  ample  opportunity 
of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  state  of  health,  disposition, 
and  habits  of  the  inmates,  and  the  Committee  of  Admission 
institute  a  rigid  inquiry  before  receiving  any  one  into  the 
house. 

In  order  to  give  force  to  our  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  Institu- 
tion, we  would  state  that,  in  consequence  of  the  contagious 
nature  of  the  disease  which  caused  the  death  of  four  of  the 
inmates,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  close  the  house  for  the 
purpose  of  cleansing  and  purifying  it  thoroughly  a  second  time, 
the  expenses  of  which,  with  that  of  boarding  out  our  remain- 
ing patients,  in  the  exhausted  state  of  our  treasury,  was  se- 
verely felt,  and  we  reopened  on  the  1st  of  September  under 
very  discouraging  circumstances.  But  unexpected  supplies 
came  just  as  they  were  needed,  and  we  were  animated  to  go 
on,  trusting  to  the  liberality  of  those  to  whose  patronage  we 
have  heretofore  been  indebted  for  ability  to  carry  out  our 
schemes  of  usefulness,  to  whom  we  tender  our  grateful 
acknowledgements  and  whose  bounty  we  endeavor  to  dis- 
pense with  economy  and  discrimination. 

We  would  again  present  the  claims  of  the  Institution  to 
those  who  have  not  yet  responded  to  our  repeated  calls,  and 
hope  they  will  be  induced  to  consider  the  peculiar  nature  of 
these  claims,  which  cannot  with  propriety  be  presented  in 
many  of  the  usual  modes  to  the  public  notice,  and  therefore 
must  of  necessity  suffer  from  being  entirely  unknown  to  the 
majority  of  those  who  give  largely  to  the  various  well  known 
and  excellent  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  day. 
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It  is  with  pleasure  we  again  bear  witness  to  the  faithfulness 
with  which  our  very  efficient  matron  fulfills  her  many  and 
variously  responsible  duties,  thereby  materially  aiding  the 
Managers  in  the  discharge  of  theirs. 

We  feel  under  renewed  obligations  to  our  consulting1  and 
attending  physicians  for  the  promptness  with  which  they  have 
rendered  professional  aid  in  all  cases  of  difficulty  and  danger, 
and  on  whose  time  we  have  been  obliged  to  make  more  fre- 
quent demands  during  this,  than  on  any  preceding  year. 

Our  present  resident  physician  who  has  been  with  us  but 
a  short  time,  has,  so  far,  fulfilled  his  required  duties  to  our 
satisfaction. 

Having  taken  a  brief  view  of  the  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
made  our  appeal  in  its  behalf,  we  would  commit  our  cause  to 
the  Disposer  of  all  hearts,  believing  that  as  long  as  He  pleases 
to  make  us  instruments  in  his  Hands  for  good,  He  will  grant 
us  the  necessary  supplies.

CONSULTING  PHYSICIANS'  REPORT. 


TO  THE  BOARD  OF    MANAGERS  OF  THE    NEW-YORK  ASYLUM 
FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN,  

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  great  importance  to  the 
Consulting  Physicians  of  the  Asylum.  They  have  witnessed 
with  solicitude  the  prevalence  of  a  disease  which  has  proved 
fatal  to  four  of  our  patients,  presenting  a  character  similar  to 
that  which  prevailed  in  the  Hospital  of  the  City  Alms  House, 
and  also  in  private  practice  through  the  city  and  at  Brooklyn. 

This  disease  known  under  the  name  of  Puerperal  Fever, 
is  often  found  to  prevail  in  the  large  Lying-in  Hospitals  of 
Europe,  and  where  there  are  many  crowded  together,  it  has 
been  fatal  to  a  great  extent.  We  deem  it  expedient  to  state 
that  it  seems  dependent  upon  some  general  exciting  cause, 
being  more  or  less  fatal,  according  to  the  confined  state  of 
atmosphere  in  which  the  patients  may  be  placed.  We  have 
therefore  suffered  in  common  with  all  classes  from  the  general 
prevalence  of  this  disease,  but  we  are  happy  to  add  that  since 
the  establishment  of  our  Institution,  until  the  past  year,  we 
have  been  exempt  from  the  ordinary  mortality  found  in  similar 
establishments.  Prompt  attention  was  given  to  those  cases, 
both  by  the  attending  and  the  consulting  physicians,  and  their 
directions  were  faithfully  carried  out  by  the  Resident  Phy- 
sician. 

After  the  termination  of  the  last  case  it  was  concluded  by  the 
Managers  with  the  advice  of  the  medical  board,  that  the  house 
should  be  closed,  thoroughly  cleansed,  and  purified.  The 
inmates  (as  your  reports  state)  were  boarded  out  and  attended 
by  our  district  physicians.    We  have  been  thus  enabled  to 
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continue  relief  to  the  necessities  of  that  portion  of  the  commu- 
nity for  which  our  establishment  was  founded,  and  while  our 
doors  have  been  closed  the  hand  of  charity  has  still  been 
opened. 

If  our  wards  had  continued  open  and  more  patients  been  re- 
ceived, we  are  under  the  impression,  from  past  experience  in 
other  cases,  that  much  greater  difficulties  would  have  arisen,  not 
only  from  a  continuance  of  the  disease,  but  also  in  attempting 
to  eradicate  the  poison  by  cleansing  and  purifying  afterwards. 

We  are  happy  in  stating  that  none  of  the  patients  who  left 
the  Asylum  at  the  time  of  closing,  suffered  from  the  epidemic, 
and  may  also  add  that  our  district  physicians  have  been  suc- 
cessful in  their  practice,  so  that  our  confidence  still  continues 
unimpaired  in  this  most  useful  department  of  our  establishment. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-three  patients  have  been  attended  at 
their  own  dwellings  during  the  past  year,  and  twenty-six  have 
orders,  who  are  not  yet.  confined.  The  duties  of  the  district 
physicians  have  necessarily  been  increased  during  the  period 
in  which  the  Asylum  was  closed. 

The  consulting  physicians  report,  with  great  satisfaction,  that 
they  hare  found  a  ready  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  in  all  that  concerned  the  interests  of  the  Institution 
during  the  period  of  trial  that  we  have  passed  through,  and 
we  have  reason  with  them  to  be  thankful  to  a  kind  Providence 
that  our  sufferings  have  not  been  greater. 

Since  the  establishment  has  been  reopened  for  the  reception 
of  patients,  all  the  cases  have  progressed  favorably,  and  we 
ardently  hope  that  the  opening  of  spring,  which  will  permit  free 
ventilation,  may  preserve  our  wards  from  disease,  and  continue 
the  usefulness  of  the  Institution.

CONSTITUTION 


OF 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  he  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  onetime, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Ant.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal, 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four-fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
as  they  may  deem  advisable.

The  Superintending  Physicians  of  the  Lying-in  Asylum,  found  that 
great  numbers  of  necessitous  females  were  so  situaied  in  regard  to 
their  families  at  home,  that  they  could  not  avail  themselves  of  the  as- 
sistance offered  at  the  Asylum,  and  were  consequently  compelled  to 
rely  on  a  precarious  or  unskillful  attendance  at  their  own  houses.  De- 
sirous of  making  suitable  provision  for  this  class  of  patients,  they  have 
established  an  out-door  charity,  on  the  excellent  plan  of  the  Ciiy  Dis- 
pensary. They  have  divided  the  city  into  twenty-four  districts,  and 
appointed  to  each  a  skillful  physician,  who  will,  upon  application,  give 
his  attendance  at  the  residence  of  the  patients  ;  and  in  case  of  difficul- 
ty or  danger,  will  call  to  his  assistance  one  of  the  Consulting  Physi- 
cians of  the  Asylum. 

The  office  where  applications  are  received,  is  in  the  basement  story 
of  the  Asylum ;  and  a  Resident  Physician,  Doctor  VV.  R  YVagstaff, 
is  constantly  in  attendance  there,  to  receive  and  register  the  names  of 
the  applicants,  and  give  them  such  information  as  will  enable  them  to 
obtain  proper  assistance  when  it  shall  become  necessary.

TWENTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  New  York  Lying-in  Asylum  are  again 
admonished  of  their  duty  to  render  an  account  of  their  proceed- 
ings during  the  year  that  has  passed,  and  appear  before  the  So- 
ciety with  their  20th  Annual  Report,  and  the  cherished  hope 
that  they  may  be  found  of  them  faithful  stewards  of  the  bounty 
committed  to  their  trust. 

It  becomes  them  first  to  acknowledge  the  fostering  care  of 
Him  who  regardeth  the  prayer  of  the  destitute,  and  has  sustain- 
ed the  Institution,  and  enabled  them  to  keep  its  doors  open  for 
the  reception  of  a  class  of  females,  who,  if  it  was  not  for  this 
Asylum,  would,  in  their  hour  of  need,  suffer  new  and  bitter  trials. 
They  likewise  gratefully  acknowledge  the  continued  and  gen- 
erous patronage  of  the  friends  of  the  Institution,  and  again  make 
their  appeal  to  them  on  behalf  of  those  for  whom  it  is  designed, 
and  who  have  no  other  way  of  presenting,  their  claims  upon 
their  sympathy  and  kindness. 

Since  the  last  report,  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  patients 
have  been  admitted  to  the  house,  one  hundred  and  nineteen 
safely  delivered.  One  hundred  and  ten  left  in  health,  fifty-three 
of  whom  have  obtained  situations  as  wet  nurses — remaining  in 
the  house  twenty-three. 

By  referring  to  the  last  Report,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  much 
larger  number  have  received  the  benefits  of  the  Asylum  the 
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past  than  the  previous  year,  and  yet  not  a  single  death  has  oc- 
curred. Through  the  untiring  vigilance  of  the  different  commit- 
tees  of  admission  (although  attempts  have  been  made)  we  trust 
no  impositions  have  been  practised  upon  them. 

In  the  belief  that  the  great  advantages  derived  by  the  public 
from  this  Institution  in  the  supply  of  healthy  nurses  is  becom- 
ing more  known  and  appreciated  ;  the  Managers  encourage  the 
hope  that  their  future  operations  will  not  be  clogged  by  pecuni- 
ary embarrassments,  but  a  generous  community  will  cheerfully 
make  such  returns  of  their  substance  as  will  encourage  them  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duty,  and  assist  them  in  their  labors  of 
love. 

The  Managers  announce  with  regret  the  death  of  Mrs.  J. 
Stoutenburgh,  who  had  for  several  years  been  associated  with 
them  in  carrying  out  the  benevolent  plans  of  the  Institution,  and 
who  evinced  the  interest  she  felt  in  its  welfare  by  diligently 
and  faithfully  performing  the  required  duties,  and  promoting  its 
interests  by  every  means  in  her  power.  She  has  been  called 
away  in  the  midst  of  her  usefulness  to  render  an  account  of  the 
talents  committed  to  her  care,  and  may  the  sentence  "  Well  done 
good  and  faithful  servant "  be  hers  in  that  day  when  judgment 
shall  be  passed  upon  an  assembled  world. 

The  Managers  again  take  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  efficien- 
cy of  the  Matron,  who  has  for  a  number  of  years  satisfactorily 
filled  that  responsible  situation,materially  aiding  them  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  and  by  her  kindness  and  attention  to  the 
patients  contributing  much  to  their  comfort,  and  often  gaining 
their  esteem  and  confidence. 
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The  Resident  Physician,  Dr.  Wm.  R.  Wagstaff  has  by  his 
skill  and  promptness  in  rendering  his  services,  procured  for 
himself  the  unqualified  approbation  of  the  Managers,  and  those 
interested  in  the  Institution. 

From  the  peculiar  nature  of  this  charity,  no  touching  inci- 
dents can  be  furnished  to  give  interest  to  a  report :  therefore,  it 
must  of  necessity  be  short,  serving  only  to  bring  annually  to  the 
remembrance  of  its  friends  and  benefactors  an  Institution  which 
must  fall  without,  or  be  sustained  and  rendered  increasingly  use- 
ful by  their  patronage.

CONSULTING  PHYSICIANS'  REPORT. 


TO  THE  BOARD  OF    MANAGERS  OF  THE  NEW- YORK  ASYLUM 
FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


The  Medical  Board  have  the  satisfaction  of  reporting  the  con- 
dition of  their  department  during  the  past  year.  In  addition  to 
the  119  confinements  in  the  house,  which  have  been  reported, 
there  have  been  257  persons  attended  at  their  own  dwellings  by 
our  District  Physicians,  all  of  whom  have  been  very  successful 
in  their  practice.  There  have  been  3  still  born  cases  and  2 
who  died  30  minutes  after  birth.  All  the  patients  confined  in 
the  house  without  exception  have  done  well.  We  have  not 
upon  any  former  occasion  been  able  to  furnish  so  favorable  a 
report.  Such  has  been  the  success  of  cases  under  the  care  of  our 
resident  Physician,  that  no  advice  has  been  necessary  from  the 
Board  of  consulting  Physicians.  We  have  the  continued  satis- 
faction of  being  able  to  speak  in  the  most  favorable  terms  of  those 
connected  with  the  asylum  :  their  duties  have  been  faithfully  per- 
formed, and  the  Institution  has  continued  to  prosper  in  every 
particular,  equal,  or  beyond  those  with  whose  history  we  are  ac- 
quainted.

CONSTITUTION 

OF 

THE  NEW  YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
ortable  accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during1  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  rt 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Akt.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal, 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting-  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four-fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
as  they  may  deem  advisable.

The  Superintending  Physicians  of  the  Lying-in  Asylum,  found  that 
great  numbers  of  necessitous  females  were  so  situated  in  regard  to 
their  families  at  home,  that  they  could  not  avail  themselves  of  the  as- 
sistance offered  at  the  Asylum,  and  were  consequently  compelled  to 
rely  on  a  precarious  or  unskillful  attendance  at  their  own  houses.  De- 
sirous of  making  suitable  provision  for  this  class  of  patients,  they  have 
established  an  out-door  charity,  on  the  excellent  plan  of  the  City  Dis- 
pensary. They  have  divided  the  city  into  twenty-four  districts,  and 
appointed  to  each  a  skillful  physician,  who  will,  upon  application,  give 
his  attendance  at  the  residence  of  the  patients  ;  and  in  case  of  difficul- 
ty or  danger,  will  call  to  his  assistance  one  of  the  Consulting  Physi- 
cians of  the  Asylum. 

The  office  where  applications  are  received,  is  in  the  basement  story 
of  the  Asylum;  and  a  Resident  Physician,  Docior  W.  R  Wagstaff, 
is  constantly  in  attendance  there,  to  receive  and  register  the  names  of 
the  applicants,  and  give  them  such  information  as  will  enable  them  to 
obtain  proper  assistance  when  it  shall  become  necessary.

TWENTY-SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Again  are  the  Managers  of  the  New-York  Lying- 
in-Asylum  reminded  of  their  duty  of  presenting  their 
Annual  Report  to  their  friends  and  patrons. 

They  would  first  acknowledge  their  gratitude  to  their 
Father  in  Heaven,  who  has  abundantly  blessed  their 
labors  of  love  by  safely  conducting  through  their  hour 
of  peril  and  suffering  all  but  two  of  the  patients  com- 
mitted to  their  care. 

They  would  next  tender  their  most  grateful  thanks 
to  their  friends,  whose  liberality  has  enabled  them  to 
carry  out  their  plans  of  usefulness ;  and  they  hope  that 
the  following  Report  of  the  assistance  rendered  by  the 
Asylum  will  induce  them  to  continue  their  liberality, 
without  which,  the  efforts  of  the  Board  would  be  unavail- 
ing. 

Since  our  last  Annual  Report  there  have  been  sixty- 
nine  women  confined  and  sixty-eight  children  born. 
Thirty-three  have  been  boys,  and  thirty-five,  girls.  All 
the  women  except  two,  who  died  from  circumstances 
over  which  no  human  power  had  any  control,  have  done 
well,  leaving  the  Asylum  in  perfect  health. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  seventy-four  entran- 
ces, and  seventy-one  have  left,  of  whom  thirty-seven 
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obtained  places  as  wet  nurses  and  twenty-seven  had 
homes  of  their  own  to  go  to.  The  usefulness  of  the 
Institution  in  supplying  the  demand  for  wet  nurses, 
appears  to  be  increasing ;  and  only  those  who  have 
profited  by  the  nurses  who  were  obtained  at  the  Asy- 
lum, can  properly  estimate  the  advantage  of  an  Institu- . 
tion,  where  the  Physician  and  Matron  have  it  in  their 
power  to  judge  so  well  of  the  character  and  constitu- 
tion of  the  patients. 

The  Board  of  Managers  feel  gratified  in  calling  the 
attention  of  the  friends  of  the  Institution  to  the  extend- 
ing usefulness  of  the  out-door  charity  connected  with 
the  Asylum ;  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  patients 
having  received  the  benefit  of  good  medical  advice  and 
assistance  from  the  district  Physicians. 

It  has  been  with  very  great  regret  that  the  Board  of 
Managers  have  accepted  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Moni- 
law,  who  for  fifteen  years  has  performed  all  the  duties 
of  a  Matron  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  ladies,  and 
to  the  bodily  comfort  of  all,  and  the  spiritual  benefit  of 
many  of  the  patients  committed  to  her  care.  One  of 
the  two  who  died  during  the  past  year  expressed  her 
most  heartfelt  gratitude  to  her  for  her  devoted  kind- 
ness ;  and  her  only  regret  in  dying  appeared  to  be  her 
inability  in  any  way  to  repay  the  obligation. 

The  ladies  feel  happy  in  informing  their  friends  that 
they  have  unanimously  elected  Mrs.  Robinson  to  supply 
the  place  of  Mrs.  Monilaw,  and  from  all  they  have 
learned  of  her  character,  feel  no  doubt  of  her  giving 
satisfaction  in  her  various  duties. 
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The  Asylum  still  retains  the  valuable  services  of 
Dr.  Wagstaff,  who  continues  by  his  attention  to  the 
patients  and  his  successful  services  to  merit  the  appro- 
val of  the  Board. 

The  Board  of  Managers  respectfully  submit  this 
Report  to  their  friends  and  patrons,  trusting  that  He 
in  whose  hands  are  the  hearts  of  all  men,  will  dispose 
them  to  continue  a  liberal  support  to  this  Institution, 
and  may  He  crown  with  success  the  efforts  of  the  Board 
to  alleviate  in  the  hour  of  trial  and  suffering,  those, 
whom  in  his  wise  Providence  he  has  seen  fit  to  place 
among  the  poor  of  this  world.

The  approaching  season  of  the  anniversary  of  this 
Institution  reminds  the  Board  of  Physicians  of  their 
duty  to  render  an  account  of  the  transactions  of  the 
Medical  Department  during  the  past  year. 

Sixty-nine  women  have  received  the  benefits  of  the 
Asylum  since  our  last  report.  Sixty-seven  of  whom 
have  safely  given  birth  to  sixty-eight  children,  and  two 
have  died  in  three  hours  after  delivery  of  still-born 
infants.  The  cause  of  death  was  different  in  each  case, 
yet  the  patients  were  entirely  beyond  the  reach  of  the 
remedial  agents  of  the  Physicians. 

The  number  of  females  who  have  availed  themselves 
of  this  charity  during  the  past  year  is  much  smaller 
than  the  previous  one.  We  believe  it  is  owing  to  the 
greater  prosperity  of  the  times,  which  has  permitted 
that  class  who  have  heretofore  sought  its  fostering  care, 
to  remain  during  their  critical  time  at  their  own  dwel- 
lings. 

The  out-door  Charity  still  continues  to  be  of  essen- 
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tial  benefit  to  those  who,  although  able  to  remain  at 
home,  are  not  competent  to  pay  for  medical  attendance. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  persons  have  come 
under  the  care  of  our  District  Physicians  since  our 
last  report,  and  we  cannot  allow  this  opportunity  to  pass 
without  acknowledging  their  diligent  and  assiduous 
attention  to  those  who  have  come  under  their  profes- 
sional charge.

CONSTITUTION 


OP 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish 'com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  in.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold'  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xn.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal, 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager- 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex, 
cept  such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four-fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
as  they  may  deem  advisable.

The  Superintending  Physicians  of  the  Lying-in  Asylum,  found  that 
great  numbers  of  necessitous  females  were  so  situated  in  regard  to 
their  families  at  home,  that  they  could  not  avail  themselves  of  the  as- 
sistance offered  at  the  Asylum,  and  were  consequently  compelled  to 
rely  on  a  precarious  or  unskillful  attendance  at  their  own  houses.  De- 
sirous of  making  suitable  provision  for  this  class  of  patients,  they  have 
established  an  out-door  charity,  on  the  excelled  plan  of  the  City  Dis- 
pensary. They  have  divided  the  city  into  twenty-four  districts,  and 
appointed  to  each  a  skillful  physician,  who  will,  upon  application,  give 
his  attendance  at  the  residence  of  the  patients  ;  and  in  case  of  difficul- 
ty or  danger,  will  call  to  his  assistance  one  of  the  Consulting  Physi- 
cians of  the  Asylum. 

The  office  where  applications  are  received,  is  in  the  basement  story 
of  the  Asylum;  and  a  Resident  Physician,  Doctor  VV.  R  Wagstaff, 
is  constantly  in  attendance  there,  to  receive  and  register  the  names  of 
the  applicants,  and  give  them  such  information  as  will  enable  them  to 
obtain  proper  assistance  when  it  shall  become  necessary.

TWENTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


In  accordance  with  the  usage  at  this  season  of  the 
year,  the  Managers  of  the  New- York  Lying-in  Asylum 
present  their  twenty-third  Annual  Report. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  report  of  the 
Consulting  Physicians,  that  since  the  last  annual  meet- 
ing, there  have  been  admitted  to  the  Asylum  one 
hundred  and  three  patients.  All  of  whom  have  gone 
safely  through  their  ordeal,  excepting  two.  Upon  one 
of  these,  every  effort  to  accomplish  the  object  for 
which  she  entered  the  Institution  proved  unavailing. 
The  disease  of  the  other  was  inflammation  of  the  lungs, 
contracted  previous  to  her  entering. 

There  have  been  employed  as  wet  nurses  fifty-six 
women,  leaving  at  this  time  seventeen  in  the  wards, 
while  out  of  doors,  the  number  of  three  hundred  have 
received  necessary  assistance  in  their  own  apartments. 

It  is  worthy  of  notice,  that  of  the  whole  number  who 
have  during  the  past  year  been  relieved  in  the  Building, 
more  than  four-fifths  have  been  from  foreign  lands, 
many  of  them  recently  arrived,  who  but  for  this  charity, 
would  have  suffered  doubly,  from  want  of  skilful  attend- 
ance, and  requisite  comforts  at  this  period  of  their  need. 
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In  view  of  this  success,  and  the  increasing  usefulness 
of  the  Institution,  it  behooves  the  Managers  to  express 
gratitude  to  God  for  the  continuance  of  his  preserving 
care  over  its  inmates.  They  would  likewise  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  promptness  with  which  their  appeals 
for  aid  have  been  met,  by  not  only  the  old  friends  of 
the  Asylum,  but  by  many  new  ones,  and  in  again  pre- 
senting its  claims,  they  feel  encouraged  that  they  will 
be  cheerfully  responded  to. 

The  Board  feel  the  propriety  of  again  alluding  to 
the  value  of  their  Institution  in  providing  to  those  fam- 
ilies requiring  them,  suitable  wet  nurses  of  respectable 
character.  They  believe  that  this  ability  on  their  part, 
will  ensure  to  the  Asylum  the  sympathies  and  substan- 
tial support  of  the  citizens  of  New-York.  It  were 
needless  to  say  how  often  in  cases  where  a  mother  has 
been  suddenly  taken  away,  the  hopes  of  a  family  depend 
upon  readily  procuring  an  appropriate  nurse. 

During  the  past  three  years  the  Managers  have  been 
called  to  mourn  with  two  of  their  associates,  the  death 
of  their  husbands.  Mr.  W.  L.  Stone,  and  Mr.  R.  Cm 
Cornell,  had  laid  the  Institution  under  no  ordinary 
weight  of  gratitude,  by  their  earnest,  untiring  efforts  to 
promote  its  usefulness  and  prosperity,  as  well  as  inter- 
esting others  in  its  behalf.  Mr.  Cornell  was  among  the 
founders  of  the  Asylum,  sharing  its  difficulties  (at  that 
time  no  wise  trivial,)  with  the  Directresses  and  first 
Managers,  and  after  assisting  to  place  it  upon  its  present 
basis,  was  ever  ready  to  lend  his  assistance,  sparing  no 
service  for  the  promotion  of  its  welfare.  With  emotions 
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of  deep  sorrow,  the  Managers  record  the  death  of  these 
gentlemen,  knowing  that  time  will  only  reveal  to  them 
the  extent  of  their  loss,  yet  rejoicing  in  the  exchange  of 
the  departed,  which  is  from  works  to  reward. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  Managers  to  repeat  that  the 
present  Matron,  who  succeeded  Mrs.  Monilaw  about 
the  time  of  the  last  general  meeting,  has,  by  the  faithful 
discharge  of  her  duties,  won  their  esteem  arid  confi- 
dence, and  has  much  contributed  to  the  welfare  and 
comfort  of  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum. 

Of  the  efficient  services  of  Dr.  Elliott,  the  Resident 
Physician,  they  would  gladly  speak.  He  has  by  his 
skill  and  uniform  courtesy,  commanded  the  respect  of 
the  Board,  and  of  those  connected  with  the  Institution. 

The  name  of  this  Society  tells  the  story  of  its  object, 
and  forms  a  sufficient  appeal  to  the  benevolence  and 
sympathies  of  our  citizens.  For  the  prosecution  of 
their  good  work,  the  Managers  rely  upon  that  benevo- 
lence, and  upon  the  blessing  of  God.

CONSULTING  PHYSICIANS'  REPORT. 


TO  THE  BOARD  OF   MANAGERS  OF    THE  NEW-YORK 
ASYLUM  FOR   LYING-IN  WOMEN. 

The  Board  of  Consulting  Physicians  have  received 
from  Dr.  Elliott,  the  Resident  Physician,  aVeport  of  the 
state  of  the  Asylum  with  the  out-door  department,  of 
which  they  now  offer  an  abstract. 

There  have  been  since  March  13th,  1845,  106 
women  confined,  104  children  born,  and  2  deaths  of 
mothers.  The  deaths  have  connection  with  circum- 
stances not  connected  with  the  treatment  of  the  patients 
within  our  control.  The  first  was  deformity,  and  the 
second  from  disease  existing  before  admission,  and 
aggravated  by  confinement,  renewing  itself  with  fatal 
results.    Particulars  are  given  in  the  report. 

We  have  had  two  cases  of  puerperal  peritonitis — one 
resulted  favorably,  and  the  second  was  one  of  the  fatal 
cases  above  mentioned.  She  recovered  from  her  fever, 
but  was  lost  by  pneumonia  and  hemorrhage  from  her 
bowels. 

The  further  progress  of  fever,  we  think,  has  been 
arrested  by  prompt  removal  to  the  other  side  of  the 
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house,  (unoccupied  for  three  months  previously,)  the 
substitution  of  grates  for  stoves,  white  washing,  and 
free  ventilation.  Three  women  have  since  been  con- 
fined who  are  doing  well.  We  deem  it  of  great  import- 
ance to  exercise  this  vigilance,  both  from  our  own 
experience  as  well  as  that  of  similar  institutions,  both 
in  pur  own  country  as  well  as  large  hospitals  in  Europe. 

We  have  had  one  case  of  puerperal  mania,  which 
from  necessity  was  removed  to  the  Hospital  for  Lunatics, 
on  BlackwelPs  Island.  This  patient  had  been  before 
deranged,  and  so  strong  was  the  impression  that  similar 
difficulties  would  return,  that  no  measures  seemed 
availing  to  remove  the  morbid  impression. 

The  other  patients  of  the  year  have  proved  more 
favorable.  Several  have  had  their  serious  troubles, 
and  some  have  been  of  difficult  treatment,  but  the  ter- 
mination proving  favorable,  they  need  no  remark. 

Of  the  out-door  charity  we  have  much  that  is  inter- 
esting.   Its  prosperity  has  been  great. 

There  have  been  attended  in  the  different  Districts 
during  the  year  three  hundred  patients — six  cases  have 
required  special  attention — and  one  proved  fatal.  The 
whole  number  of  patients  attended  by  our  District  Phy- 
sicians since  March,  1831,  is  2,973.  The  district  sys- 
tem has  been  only  fifteen  years  established,  and  nearly 
three  thousand  patients  have  received  its  benefits  at 
their  own  dwellings.  Thus  far  exceeding  our  expecta- 
tions at  the  outset,  but  persuading  us  of  the  great  import- 
ance of  this  part  of  our  organization.  We  add  nothing 
to  the  burthens  of  the  Institution  by  this  arrangement, 
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but  afford  facilities  for  relief,  which  we  believe  have  been 
entirely  satisfactory.  We  continue  to  exercise  a  vigilant 
superintendence  over  this  department  of  our  charity, 
and  hope  to  give  a  favorable  return  at  every  succeeding 
anniversary.

CONSTITUTION 

OP 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  h.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.    Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 

Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  snail  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions,  rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  slock  composing  the  per- 
manent funis  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excep'el)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part  ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  Tne  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  owrmurnber,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asyluai  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  deci  le  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Tnursday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four  fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  altera'ions  in  the  Constitution 
as  they  may  deem  advisable.

TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


In  presenting  the  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the 
New-York  Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women,  the  Managers 
express  their  renewed  and  continuing  thankfulness  to  the 
Great  Author  of  Good  for  the  mercies  with  which  he 
has  crowned  the  year  which  has  just  passed  over  them. 

It  has  been  a  year  of  more  than  usual  repose  and 
contentment  within  the  walls  of  the  Asylum ;  a  moder- 
ate degree  of  effort  sustained  and  cheered  by  occasional 
benefactions,  has  enabled  the  Board  to  maintain  the  In- 
stitution in  all  its  comfort.    The  inmates  generally  have 

been  free  from  all  other  visitations  of  disease,  than  those  — 

v 

incidental  to  their  peculiar  situation :  our  excellent 
Physician,  Dr.  Stimson,  has  continued  to  us  his  assidu- 
ous and  effective  services,  and  our  kind  Matron  still 
exercises  her  energetic  supervision  over  the  affairs  and 
interests  of  the  house ;  to  both  of  them  are  tendered 
the  thanks  and  commendation  of  this  Board. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Meeting  there  have  been  ad- 
mitted into  the  Asylum,  106  women,  95  of  whom  have 
been  confined,  and  without  a  single  exception,  all  have 
done  well  and  had  speedy  recoveries ;  this  number, 
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when  added  to  that  of  former  years,  swells  the  amount 
to  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-two,  out  of 
which  there  have  been  but  twenty-nine  deaths,  a  fact 
unparalleled  in  the  annals  of  medicine.  This  evidence 
of  having  relieved  a  greater  amount  of  suffering  during 
the  past  year,  must  give  pleasure  to  all  the  friends  of 
the  Institution,  and  prove  to  each  of  its  charitable  con- 
tributors, that  the  talent  granted  has  not  been  neglected, 
but  improved  as  far  as  its  limited  means  would  allow. 
From  our  Asylum,  also,  wet  nurses,  in  whose  health  and 
respectability  confidence  could  be  placed,  have  been 
afforded  to  many  families  in  this  city :  an  advantage 
only  fully  appreciated  by  those  who  have  had  occasion 
to  require  one,  and  known  the  anxiety  and  solicitude 
dependent  on  a  proper  selection. 

The  patients  generally  have  expressed  much  gratitude 
for  the  care  which  they  have  received  and  the  kind  at- 
tention bestowed  upon  them  while  in  the  house,  and 
their  deportment  while  there  has  been  such  as  to  afford 
the  fullest  proof  of  a  scrupulous  adherence  to  the  origi- 
nal design  of  the  Institution,  to  afford  relief  only  to  in- 
individuals  of  respectable  character. 

The  Board  desire  to  render  a  tribute  of  affectionate 
respect  to  the  memory  of  one  of  the  Attending  Physi- 
cians, who  in  the  dispensation  of  a  wise  and  merciful 
Providence  was  removed  last  autumn  from  the  scene  of 
his  earthly  duties  and  trials.  The  lamented  Dr.  Wash- 
ington had  for  years  been  devoted  to  the  interests  of 
this  Association,  bestowing  his  time  and  talents  ever 
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promptly  upon  the  sick  in  our  Asylum.  The  cause  of 
the  poor  was  dear  to  his  heart,  and  he  slacked  not  his 
efforts  to  serve  them  until  prostrated  by  disease  a  few 
weeks  before  his  death. 

"  When  hearts,  whose  truth  was  proven, 
Like  thine,  are  laid  in  earth, 
There  should  a  wreath  be  woven 
To  tell  the  world  their  worth." 

The  Treasurer's  Report  will  make  you  acquainted 
with  the  state  of  the  funds,  and  inform  you  of  our  causes 
of  gratitude  for  many  liberal  donations,  -  ^ 

What  thanks  shall  we  offer  to  the  Father  of  Mercies 
who  in  that  hour  of  trial  at  which  the  heart  trembles, 
even  when  surrounded  by  every  comfort  that  affection 
can  purchase,  has  permitted  us  to  be  the  means  of  ad- 
ministering to  the  necessities  of  others.  May  the  re- 
flection animate  us  to  renewed  activity,  under  a  full  im- 
pression that  our  labour  shall  not  be  in  vain  in  the 
Lord.

CONSULTING  PHYSICIANS'  REPORT. 


TO    THE    BOARD  OF  MANAGERS  OF    THE   NEW- YORK 
ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 

The  Board  of  Consulting  Physicians  have  the  satis- 
faction of  presenting  to  the  Board  of  Managers  an 
abstract  of  the  report  of  the  Resident  Physician,  which 
gives  an  interesting  detail  of  the  state  of  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  Asylum  for  the  past  year. 

It  appears  that  95  patients  have  been  admitted  during 
the  year,  two  of  whom  did  not  prove  proper  objects  of 
the  charity.  The  majority  of  the  cases  have  been  natu- 
ral— five  have  been  deviations.  The  results  have  been 
favorable,  although  some  cases  assumed  a  threatening 
character  ;  their  unpleasant  symptoms  have  yielded  to 
treatment,  and  we  have  the  gratification  of  reporting  a 
successful  termination. 

The  Board,  with  you,  have  to  lament  the  loss  of  one 
of  their  active  and  useful  attending  Physicians,  in  the 
death  of  Dr.  Washington.  He  was  a  vigilant  officer  of 
this  Institution,  seeking  by  his  medical  efforts  to  render 
it  every  aid,  by  promptly  attending  to  its  calls.  We  trust 
and  hope  that  he  has  received  the  reward  of  well  done. 
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The  place  of  Dr.  Washington  has  been  supplied  by 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  Thomas  F.  Cock,  who  has  the 
unanimous  approbation  of  the  Board. 

The  Medical  Library  of  the  Institution  has  received 
an  addition  to  its  supply  of  periodicals  from  one  of  the 
attending  Physicians,  Dr.  Thos.  F.  Cock,  to  whom  the 
acknowledgments  of  the  Board  are  due,  as  well  as  to 
the  Messrs.  Currie,  for  4oz.  of  Chloroform,  and  to  Mr. 
D.  Pike,  Broadway,  for  an  inhaling  apparatus. 

OUT  DOOR  DEPARTMENT. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-two  applications  have  been 
answered  in  the  out  door  department  during  the  past 
year,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  state  that  notwithstanding  the 
neglect,  exposure,  and  improper  nourishment  to  which 
many  of  the  applicants  have  been  subjected,  that  so 
small  a  proportion  of  deaths  have  been  reported  by  the 
District  Physicians. 

For  this  favorable  report  the  recipients  of  this  part 
of  the  charity  are  much  indebted  to  the  promptness  and 
skill  of  the  gentlemen  composing  the  district  corps  of 
medical  officers.  Our  confidence  still  continues  in  the 
arrangement  of  our  different  departments,  and  we  sub- 
mit this  report  with  increased  expectations  of  its  future 
usefulness.

CONSTITUTION 


OF 

THE  NEW  YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Ph}Tsicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  onetime  shall  be  & 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients*  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four-fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

NEW-YORK  ASYLUM, 

FOR 

LYING-IN  WOMEN. 

CHAPTER  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitution, 
the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses. 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  :  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager  at  least  twenty-four  hoars  previ- 
ous to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when  she 
shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to  all 
her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  previous  to 
such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
ceding meeting  at  length. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  re- 
solution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  received 
on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the  latter 
case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and  take 
such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission,  or 
otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion,  dis- 
charge her. 

VI.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  property 
of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and  servants 
of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  several  duties. 
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VIII.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  inquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Aslyum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Ayslum  once 
a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should 
be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance 
of  another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attendance, 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be 
by  him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited. 
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V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physcian  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  Matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age  of  the 
patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case  as 
may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect^she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions, 
and  all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asyluim/" 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furniture.^ 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  her  special  permis- 
sion. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are 
used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician,  for 
the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guge,  or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

'II.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report 
their  book  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 
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IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regulations, 
or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business.  ' 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

III.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

IV.  The  report  of  the  special  Committees. 

V.  The  report  o*f  the  Physicians. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee, 

VII.  The  report*  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  reporfof  the  Treasurer. 

IX.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order 
y  specified  above  for  the  reports. 

X.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  In- 
stitution, may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which  when 
practicable  shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

By-Laws. 

I.  No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Lawsr 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday.

Green-street,  on  Wednesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours 
of  four  and  five  o'clock.

TWENTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


In  accordance  with  the  established  custom,  the  Mana- 
gers of  the  New  York  Asylum  for  Lying-in  Women,  pre- 
sent this  twenty-sixth  Annual  Report  to  the  Society  and  the 
Public.  In  reviewing  the  transactions  of  an  Institution, 
formed  for  the  sole  purpose  of  benefiting  our  fellow  crea- 
tures, and  finding  that  success  has  crowned  the  underta- 
king,  the  mind  is  naturally  turned  to  a  Divine  Providence, 
under  whose  protection  all  earthly  things  can  alone  prosper ; 
and  to  return  thanks  to  that  Being,  through  whose  continual 
bounty  and  care  our  institution  still  prospers,  and  thus 
makes  us  sensible,  that  his  guidance  and  protection  contin- 
ue over  us. 

Since  the  last  report,  150  patients  have  been  admitted,  of 
whom  135  have  been  confined  and  left  in  good  health  ;  but 
three  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  year,  and  those  were 
under  peculiar  circumstances.  Of  those  who  left,  69  have 
obtained  situations  in  families  as  wet  nurses.  By  turning  to 
the  Reports  for  some  years  past,  it  will  be  perceived  how 
steadily  the  demand  for  nurses  from  this  institution  has  in- 
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creased,  thus  showing  the  satisfaction  they  have  given,  and 
that  while  in  some  small  degree,  a  return  has  been  made  to 
those  whose  bounty  is  so  essential  to  its  success,  an 
increased  benefit  is  conferred  on  the  helpless  females,  who 
are  by  this  means  rescued  from  poverty,  and  enabled  to  earn 
their  own  support.  The  duties  of  the  Visiting  Committee 
have  been  punctually  performed  during  the  year,  and  their 
discrimination  in  admitting  patients  has  greatly  contributed 
to  the  order  and  tranquillity  of  the  house.  The  good  char- 
acter of  the  applicant  and  the  necessity  of  her  condition, 
without  reference  to  country  or  religion,  has  been  the  sole 
criterion  by  which  she  has  been  admitted.  When  it  is  con- 
sidered how  frequent  are  the  applications  for  the  assis- 
tance of  this  institution,  not  alone  from  deserving  objects, 
but  from  others  of  a  different  character,  presenting  false  tes- 
timonials and  using  various  artifices  for  admission,  and  from 
others  again  though  erring,  still  presenting  claims  appealing 
strongly  to  our  sympathies,  too  much  credit  cannot  be  be- 
stowed upon  the  vigilance  of  the  Committee,  who  conscious 
of  the  necessity  of  keeping  the  Institution  pure  and  uncon- 
taminated,  have  thus  far  succeeded  in  carrying  out  the  ob- 
jects of  the  Society,  in  affording  an  asylum  and  skilful  medi- 
cal attendance  to  reputable  females. 

The  general  charge  of  the  asylum  continues  under  the 

same  Matron  who  during  the  last  four  years  has  held  the  sit- 
uation. She  still  merits  the  highest  commendation.  Her 
efficient  supervision  and  attention  to  all  her  duties  continue 
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unaltered,  and  render  the  economy  and  management  of  the 
house  all  that  can  be  desired. 

The  Resident  Physician,  Dr.  Stimson,  was  in  the  month 
of  November  last  obliged  to  go  to  Europe  ;  his  loss  was  re- 
gretted by  the  Managers,  as  his  skill  and  promptness  had 
always  given  entire  satisfaction. 

Before  closing  this  Report,  the  Managers  feel  it  incum- 
bent on  them  to  state  that  the  funds  of  the  Society  have 
been  more  largely  drawn  upon  the  past  year  than  usual,  in 
consequence  of  the  increased  number  of  patients  who  have 
been  supported  by  it.  This,  in  connection  with  the  high 
price  of  all  provisions,  the  long  and  severe  winter,  has  re- 
duced its  resources,  and  must  curtail  the  usefulness  of  the 
Society.  From  these  causes  it  becomes  necessary  that 
the  Managers  should  exert  themselves  to  procure  additional 
subscribers  and  donations.  As  solicitations  of  this  nature, 
impose  an  unpleasant  duty  on  the  Managers,  it  is  therefore 
hoped  that  this  Report,  which  is  made  for  the  information  of 
the  public  at  large,  may  be  considered  as  an  appeal  to  the 
sympathy  and  generosity  of  that  public,  and  induce  many 
voluntarily  to  subscribe  and  aid  the  Institution.

CONSTITUTION 


OF 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
fiom  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four-fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
as  they  may  deem  advisable.

TWENTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  New- York  Lying-in  Asylum,  in 
presenting  to  their  patrons,  and  the  public,  their  Twenty- 
seventh  Annual  Report  beg  to  return  thanks  to  Almighty 
God,  by  whose  guidance  and  bounty  they  have  been  enabled 
during  the  past  year,  to  afford  shelter  and  protection  to  One 
Hundred  and  Sixty-nine  virtuous  and  reputable  women. 
Many  have  sought  refuge  in  it  from  extreme  want  and 
suffering  caused  by  abandonment,  great  poverty,  or  cruel 
treatment  from  depraved  or  intemperate  husbands.  Twen- 
ty-three have  been  widows  deprived  of  the  aid  of  their  natu- 
ral protectors  during  their  hours  of  danger  and  trial,  occa- 
,  sioned  by  the  direful  disease  which  visited  us  last  summer. 
Many  of  them  for  the  first  time,  obliged  to  claim  the  Charity 
which  our  Asylum  affords ;  several  were  strangers,  and 
added  to  their  otherwise  destitute  situation,  they  were  inca- 
pable to  express  either  their  wants  or  gratitude. 
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With  one  exception  the  women  have  been  safely  delivered, 
and  left  in  good  health ;  75  have  obtained  situations  as  wet 
nurses,  and  2  5  remain  in  the  house. 

By  referring  to  the  Physician's  Report,  it  will  be  perceived 
that  one  death  only  has  occured  during  the  past  year,  which 
is  unprecedented,  when  we  consider  the  number  admitted 
and  the  hardships  and  suffering  endured  previous  to  their 
entering  the  Asylum,  proving  clearly  that  nothing  has  been 
wanting  in  skillful  treatment  or  tender  care.  Too  much 
praise  and  gratitude  cannot  be  awarded  to  our  Merciful 
Father,  that  the  means  administered  have  been  by  him  so 
abundantly  blessed. 

The  peculiar  nature  of  this  Society  forbids  the  recital  of 
instances  of  misery  and  wretchedness  which  are  relieved, 
and  prove  it  to  be  one  of  the  most  benevolent  of  Charities. 

To  the  visiting  Committee,  is  due  our  warmest  thanks  for 
the  very  efficient  and  discriminating  manner  with  which  they 
have  performed  their  required  duties.  Frequent  attempts 
have  been  made  by  unworthy  objects,  but  in  no  case  have 
they  been  admitted. 

To  the  Consulting  Physicians,  ever  ready  to  offer  their 
kind  assistance  and  advice  in  cases  of  emergency,  the  Man- 
agers are  sensible  of  the  obligation,  and  tender  their  most 
sincere  thanks.  It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  the  Board 
that  nothing  has  been  wanting  on  the  part  of  the  Matron, 
who  for  five  years,  has  discharged  her  duties  most  satis- 
factorily, and  for  her  uniform  kind  and  tender  care  bestowed 
upon  the  patients ;  it  is  with  regret  we  accept  her  resigna- 
tion, induced  by  domestic  affliction. 
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The  Asylum  mourns  that  death  ha3  during  the  past  year 
deprived  them  of  one  of  its  most  devoted  and  zealous  mem- 
bers, Mrs.  R.  C.  Cornell,  third  directress,  who  from  the 
organization  of  it,  has  ever  been  untiring  in  her  efforts  to 
promote  its  interests  and  welfare.  We  have  also  to  deplore 
the  loss  of  Sir.  R.  C.  Cornell,  who  together  with  his 
lamented  wife  were  prominent  in  works  of  mercy  and  love, 
over  whose  memory  we  may  say  "  Blessed  are  the  dead  who 
die  in  the  Lord,  for  they  rest  from  their  labors,  and  their 
works  do  follow  them." 

In  conclusion,  kind  friends  and  patrons,  we  are  constrained 
to  urge  upon  you  the  claims  of  our  Asylum.  The  demands 
upon  us  are  steadily  increasing,  and  it  is  to  your  generous 
aid  and  support,  we  look  for  the  means,  without  which  our 
humble  efforts  are  unavailing.  "  It  is  more  blessed  to  give 
than  to  receive."

The  Board  of  Consulting  Physicians  report,  that  during 
the  past  year  five  hundred  and  thirty  cases  have  been  at- 
tended in  the  out-door  department,  exceeding  that  of  any 
former  year.  The  whole  number  since  the  organization  is 
four  thousand  seven  hundred  and  two. 

The  attention  and  devotion  of  the  District  Physicians  is 
worthy  of  our  highest  commendation.  They  have  faithfully 
attended  during  the  late  epidemic,  their  patients,  even  in  the 
most  wretched  parts  of  our  city,  exposed  to  extreme  danger, 
without  the  prospect  of  any  reward  save  the  gratitude  of  the 
destitute  and  afflicted.  One  of  their  number,  Dr.  Dana,  fell  a 
victim  in  the  cause  of  humanity.  He  is  well  spoken  of  as  a 
young  man  of  acquirements  and  assiduously  devoted  to  his 
profession.

CONSTITUTION 


OF 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLOTFFOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  h.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  powet  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at.  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.    Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 

Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.    The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such* 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate ;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Societ}' ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such-"  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four-fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
as  they  may  deem  advisable. 
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TWENTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


In  presenting  to  their  patrons  and  the  public  their 
Twenty-eighth  Annual  Report,  of  the  state  and  condi- 
tion of  the  New-York  Lying-in  Asylum,  the  Mana- 
gers feel  the  greatest  satisfaction  in  being  able  to  assure 
them  of  its  present  prosperous  condition,  and  increas- 
ing utility. 

During  the  past  year,  through  the  liberal  aid  of  the 
friends  of  the  Institution,  extensive  repairs  and  altera- 
tions have  been  made  in  the  building  under  its  control, 
so  that  the  comforts  of  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum  are 
greatly  increased ;  and  the  Institution  has  now  become 
an  honorable  testimonial  of  the  liberality  of  its  donors. 

There  have  been  during  the  past  year,  admitted  into 
the  Asylum,  one  hundred  and  sixty  women,  of  whom, 
one  hundred  and  thirty-six  have  been  safely  delivered, 
and  twenty-one  are  now  remaining  in  the  house.  There 
have  been  but  three  deaths  in  the  Institution  during  the 
past  year,  in  all  of  which  cases,  we  are  assured,  the  pa- 
tients were  beyond  the  aid  or  power  of  medical  advice. 
They  enjoyed  the  consolations  of  religion ;  and  in  their 
last  moments  expressed  their  feelings  of  gratitude  for  the 
kindness  and  comforts  which  they  received.  In  all  other 
cases,  the  patients  have  done  well ;  and  with  few  excep- 
tions, have  left  the  Asylum  to  enter  respectable  families 
as  Wet-Nurses.    In  this  respect,  the  Institution  is  be- 
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coming  daily  of  more  importance,  and  its  public  utility- 
more  apparent  and  manifest.  Among  the  applicants, 
several  have  been  of  a  character  to  interest  deeply  the 
feelings  of  the  humane,  and  to  afford  the  strongest  testi- 
mony of  the  utility  (and  necessity,  we  might  add)  of 
this  establishment  in  a  large  and  populous  city,  where 
its  aid  and  protection  may  be  yielded  without  regard  to 
sect  or  country — and  where  the  wanderer  in  a  strange 
land  may  find  a  place  of  shelter  in  the  hour  of  her  great- 
est need. 

The  members  composing  the  Visiting  Committee,  as 
well  as  the  Matron  and  Physician  of  the  Institution,  have 
continued  to  exercise  the  greatest  vigilance  in  ascertain- 
ing the  true  character  and  circumstances  of  the  appli- 
cant for  admission.  By  the  exercise  of  this  vigilance, 
whilst  the  Institution  itself  is  guarded  against  the  admis- 
sion of  persons  unworthy  of  its  aid  or  support,  the 
public  may,  thereby,  become  assured  of  the  moral 
standing  of  those  who  may  be  admitted  into  their  fami- 
lies in  the  capacity  of  Wet-Nurses. 

It  has  been  suggested  to  the  consideration  of  the  Ma- 
nagers, the  expediency  of  throwing  open  the  benefits  of 
the  Asylum  to  all  unfortunate  females,  without  distinc- 
tion as  to  character.  This  suggestion,  prompted  by  the 
best  feelings  of  our  nature,  has  met  with  deliberation  on 
the  part  of  the  Managers,  and  whatever  may  be  our 
sympathy  for  misfortune,  though  flowing  from  a  degrad- 
ed course  of  conduct,  we  feel,  that  we  owe  it  to 
the  virtuous  and  deserving,  whom  adversity  may  drive 
to  the  walls  of  this  Asylum,  for  shelter  and  protection, 
that  its  precincts  should  be  preserved  unpolluted  from 
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the  association  of  vice  or  degradation.  But  in  declining 
to  yield  to  them  the  charities  of  this  Institution,  we  feel 
a  consolation  in  knowing  that  the  unfortunate  victims  of 
vice  or  immorality,  are  amply  provided  for  by  the  Poor 
Laws  of  this  city,  which  assign  to  them  an  apartment 
at  Bellevue,  where  they  are  carefully  attended  to. 

The  Board  takes  great  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the 
kind  and  skillful  treatment  of  the  Resident  Physician  Dr. 
Ferguson;  and  also,  to  the  promptness  and  kindness  of 
the  Consulting  Physicians,  who  upon  several  occasions 
rendered  their  valuable  services  to  the  Institution. 

It  is  likewise  very  gratifying  to  the  Managers  to  re- 
ceive again  as  Matron,  Mrs.  Monilaws,  who  for  fifteen 
years  and  more,  discharged  her  duties  to  the  Institution 
in  a  manner  the  most  satisfactory  to  those  having  the 
management  and  control  of  it.  Nothing  can  be  more 
admirable  than  the  order,  neatness  and  economy  of  the 
Establishment  under  her  charge, — she  deserves  the 
thanks  of  the  Board,  as  well  as  the  grateful  remembrance 
of  those  who  are  the  objects  of  her  unwearied  care. 

The  Institution  has  received  the  aid  and  support  of 
many,  to  whom  those  who  are  interested  in  its  welfare, 
must  feel  grateful ;  but  the  Managers  feel  it  a  duty  to 
notice  particularly,  the  very  liberal  donation  from  a 
friend,  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  :  as  also,  Five  Hun-  J 
dred  Dollars,  made  by  Miss  Lind,  during  the  past  year,  /y 
in  furthering  the  objects  the  Asylum.  Whilst  we 
have  had  thus  much  to  congratulate  ourselves  upon,  and 
to  be  thankful  for  in  the  present  prosperous  condition  of 
the  Institution,  it  is  now  our  painful  duty  to  record  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Isabella  Scott,  who  for  twenty  years 


presided  as  first  Directress  of  this  Asylum, — to  promote 
the  interest,  and  advance  the  objects  of  which,  she  de- 
voted a  large  portion  of  a  long  life  of  usefulness,  and  of 
acts  of  benevolence.  We  have  the  consolation  of  know- 
ing, that  after  arriving  at  the  age  of  nearly  three  score 
and  ten  years,  she  has  gone  to  a  "  better  land,"  and  "  as 
a  good  and  faithful  servant,  has  entered  into  the  joy  of 
her  Lord."  Whilst  we  return  our  thanks  to  the  Great 
Giver  of  all  good,  for  the  manifold  favors  with  which  He 
has  permitted  our  efforts  to  be  rewarded,  in  the  humane 
work  in  which  we  are  engaged, — let  us  pray  that  He 
may  continue  to  smile  upon  our  undertaking,  and  ena- 
ble us  to  continue  to  alleviate,  in  the  hour  of  trial  and 
suffering,  the  destitute  and  the  needy.

CONSULTING  PHYSICIANS'  REPORT. 


TO  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGE  US  OF   THE  NEW- YORK 
ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 

The  Board  of  Consulting  Physicians  have  much  satis- 
faction in  the  Report  presented  them  by  the  Resident 
Physician,  as  it  gives  a  detail  of  those  duties  which  have 
been  performed  in  the  different  departments,  with  a 
promptness  and  assiduity  highly  to  be  commended ;  and 
also  enables  them  to  assure  their  friends,  that  the  great 
object  contemplated  in  our  organization,  is  faithfully  car- 
ried out.  What  we  look  upon  as  highly  important,  is 
the  Out-Department,  it  has  steadily  increased  in  useful- 
ness and  numbers.  During  the  year,  five  hundred  and 
forty  applicants  have  availed  themselves  of  this  charity, 
showing  an  excess  over  that  of  any  former  year.  The 
whole  number  since  the  organization,  is  five  thousand 
two  hundred  and  forty-two.  Among  these,  but  a  small 
proportion  of  deaths  have  been  reported  by  the  District 
Physicians.  We  cannot  speak  in  too  commendatory 
terms  of  the  skill,  promptness,  and  valued  services  of  the 
gentlemen  composing  the  district  corps  of  medical  offi- 
cers. Without  the  hope  of  pecuniary  remuneration, 
they  have  given  their  time  and  services  to  all  who  have 
sought  this  charity,  their  recompense  being  in  the  con- 
sciousness that  every  "  kindness  we  do  our  fellow-crea- 
tures, brings  its  own  reward."

CONSTITUTION 


OP 

THE  NEW- YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year— but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  tyery  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xm.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sate  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four-fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  Constitutioa 
as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

NEW-YORK  ASYLUM, 

FOR 

LYING-IN  WOMEN. 

CHAPTER  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitution, 
the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses. 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  ;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  . division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
shall  repoit  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when  she 
shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to  all 
her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  Managers,  at  least  one  day  previous 
to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  preced- 
ing meeting  at  length. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfillment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  »She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  re- 
solution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V, 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  received 
on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the  latter 
case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and  take 
such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission,  or 
otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion,  dis- 
charge her. 

VI.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  property 
of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and  servants 
of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  several  duties. 
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VIII.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting. 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  inquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  object3  of  their 
appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII, 

Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  mav  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once  a 
week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should  be 
unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance  of 
another  member  of  the  Board. 

HI.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attendance, 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited. 
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V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leaver 
notice  with  the  matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age  of  the 
patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case  as 
may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  bo 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

Matron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and 
all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  .and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  her  special  permis- 
sion. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spirits  are 
used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician,  for 
the  use  of  the  patients, 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  Matron  shall  require. 

HI.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 
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IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regulations, 
or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  tbe  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

III.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

IV.  The  report  of  the  Special  Committees. 

V.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

IX.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order 
specified  above  for  the  reports. 

X.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  Insti* 
tution,may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which,  when  prac- 
ticable, shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

By-Laws: 

I.  No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws, 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II.  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum, 
85  Marion-street,  on  Wednesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours 
of  four  and  five  o'clock.

Since  the  last  Annual  Meeting  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
four  women  have  been  admitted,  eighty-eight  have  left 
as  wet-nurses.  The  usefulness  of  the  Society  in  sup- 
plying the  demand  for  nurses  is  greatly  on  the  increase. 
Indeed  such  has  been  the  preference  for  nurses  from 
the  Asylum,  from  the  confidence  in  the  community  that 
none  will  be  recommended  who  are  not  virtuous  and 
healthy,  that  they  are  frequently  engaged  previous  to 
their  confinement. 

It  is  proper  here  to  say,  in  the  reception  of  inmates 
no  preference  is  given  to  any  religious  sect,  or  country. 
The  terms  of  admission  are,  proof  of  marriage,  worthi- 
ness of  character,  and  indigent  circumstances. 

The  Report  of  the  Resident  Physician  will  show  that 
we  have  been  unusually  favored,  as  but  one  death  has 
occurred  during  the  past  year,  and  the  general  health 
of  the  patients  unexceptional. 

The  Managers  with  pleasure  repeat  their  entire  satis- 


faction  and  confidence  in  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Monilaws'7 
who  for  so  many  years  discharged  her  duty  with  faith- 
fulness. No  change  has  been  made  in  the  arrangement 
and  order  of  the  Establishment,  with  the  exception  of 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  P.  Roosevelt  Johnson,  as 
Resident  Physician  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by 
the  resignation  of  Doctor  Ferguson.  The  Board  have 
reason  to  feel  confidence  in  his  skill  as  he  is  highly  re- 
commended by  the  Consulting  Physicians,  whom  the 
Managers  beg  most  gratefully  to  thank  for  their  prompt 
and  efficient  aid  when  required. 

The  Board  desire  to  render  a  tribute  of  affectionate 
respect  to  the  memory  of  one  of  the  Consulting  Physi- 
cians, the  late  Dr.  Kearney  Rodgers.  Great  as  his 
loss  is  to  his  profession,  his  family,  and  his  friends — no 
where  will  it  be  more  a  cutely  felt  than  in  this  associa- 
tion, to  which  so  large  a  portion  of  his  time  and  talent 
were  devoted.  It  is  also  with  sorrow  we  record  the 
death  of  one  of  our  earliest  friends,  Mrs.  Susannah 
Stone,  who  has  been  with  the  Institution  from  its  in- 
fancy, and  ever  evinced  the  deepest  interest  in  its  pros- 
"  perity. 

The  Managers  cheerfully  bear  testimony  to  the  fidel- 
ity with  which  the  various  Committees  have  discharged 
their  duties ; — the  consciousness  of  doing  good  brings 
its  own  reward. 

Application  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  to 
connect  this  Institution  with  one  (it  will  be  remembered) 
many  years  ago  attached  to  the  New-York  Hospital  of 
a  similar  nature,  for  the  support  of  which  a  large  amount 
of  funds  had  been  collected,  but  which  from  a  variety  of 
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causes  has  not  been  made  use  of  since  their  separation 
from  the  New- York  Hospital.  It  is  understood  that 
the  few  remaining  governors  of  the  Hospital,  or  that 
portion  of  it,  which  was  assigned  for  purposes  similar 
to  those  of  our  own  Institution,  or  the  trustees  of  the 
old  Lying-in  Hospital,  have  a  large  amount  of  money 
which  was  raised  expressly  for  the  purposes  so  alluded 
to.  We  would  respectfully  suggest  to  them  the  proprie- 
ty of  appropriating  the  amount  which  is  now  inactive 
to  the  use  of  the  Asylum,  or  at  least  to  contribute  the 
interest  of  it  towards  the  benevolent  object  for  which 
the  Institution  was  originally  designed.  We  know  that 
some  few  object  to  the  rule  which  has  heretofore,  and 
does  now,  govern  our  association,  and  which  excludes 
from  our  Asylum  the  dissolute  and  vicious  ;  but  since 
our  out-door  department  have  made  provision  for  the 
gratuitous  and  skilful  attendance  at  their  own  lodgings 
of  all  such  as  apply  for  the  charitable  aid  of  the  Institu- 
tion, but  who  may  be  rejected,  for  reasons  which  con- 
trol its  management,  we  believe  and  hope  that  the 
objections  made  to  the  policy  which  so  governs  the  In- 
stitution, will  be  in  effect,  disposed  of. 

In  conclusion,  we  beg  leave,  in  our  own  names,  as 
well  as  in  the  names  of  all  those  connected  with  the 
establishment,  to  thank  its  patrons  and  friends,  for  their 
generous  aid  and  valuable  services  in  sustaining  it ; 
and  rendering  it  as  they  have  done,  of  such  inestimable 
value,  to  the  afflicted  and  unfortunate.

CONSTITUTION 


OF 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board  ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  ihe  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  he  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  onetime  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
tor  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part  ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  :he  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that,  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
fio  r:  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  ever}r  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
s'oi  of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  l-V'  i  v  monthly  meeting 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four -fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
as  they  may  deem  advisable.

CHAPTER  I, 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitution, 
the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHATTER  II. 

Directresses* 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  ;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Ill  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when  she 
shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to  all 
her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  managers,  at  least  one  day  previous 
to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  preced- 
ing meeting  at  length. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  re- 
solution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  3hall  determine  whether  the  applicant  ■shall  be  received 
on  the  funds  of  the  Society_  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the  latter 
case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and  take 
such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

Ill  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minues  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission,  or 
otherwise  misbehaVe,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion,  dis- 
charge her. 

VI.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VII  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  property 
of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and  servants 
of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  several  duties. 
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VI LL  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  ami  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspcciir>g  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  ot  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting, 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shrill  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towatds  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  tli3  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book,  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
app  lintment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

Phijs'.cians. 

I  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once  a 
week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should  be 
unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance  of 
another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physician  in  attendance, 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited 
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V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  matron  where  he  may  be  found. 

V  I.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age  of  the 
patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case  as 
may  be  ihought  interesting. 

VI 1.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

JSIalron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Mation,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect  ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and 
all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
moiHsses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  lake  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  ih«  house  without  her  special  permis- 
sion. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spiiits  are 
used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician,  for 
the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  ihe  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to  the 
Visitinor  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions, 

CHASTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 
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IV".  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 

V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  10  the  foregoing  regulations, 
or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

III.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

IV.  The  report  of  the  Special  Committees. 

V.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 
VII L.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

IX.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order 
specified  above  for  the  reports. 

X.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  Insti- 
tution, may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which  when  prac- 
ticable, shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

By-Laws. 

I.  No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws, 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II,  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85

Another  year  has  elapsed,  and  it  again  becomes  the 
duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  report  upon  the 
state  and  condition  of  the  Institution  under  their  care. 
They  would  express  their  gratitude  to  their  Heavenly 
Father,  who  has  for  another  year  favored  their  charita- 
ble purposes. 

During  the  last  year,  169  patients  have  been  admitted : 
J 42  have  been  safely  confined:  65  have  left  as  wet- 
nurses. 

Many  severe  cases,  as  well  as  some  of  no  ordinary 
difficulty  have  occurred,  and  yet  all  have  recovered ;  and 
in  no  instance  has  death  ensued,  which  is  unprecedent- 
ed, and  which  must  prove,  that  nothing  has  been  want- 
ing on  the  part  of  those  having  it  in  charge.  The  health 
of  the  house,  is,  and  has  been  remarkably  good ;  much 
of  which  is  due  to  the  admirable  cleanliness,  and  tho- 
rough ventilation  enforced  by  the  Matron. 

The  extra  plumbing  in  connection  with  the  sewer,  to- 
gether with  the  heavy  assessments  levied  upon  us  for  the 
sewers  in  Prince  and  Marion  streets,  though  tending 
greatly  to  increase  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the 
Establishment,  added  to  the  high  price  of  provisions, 
have  consequently  drawn  heavily  upon  the  Treasury. 
Ours  is  no  richly  endowed  Institution,  but  owes  its  sup- 
port entirely  to  occasional  donations,  and  to  the  contri- 
butions of  its  annual  subscribers. 
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In  the  admission  of  patients,  too  much  credit  cannot 
be  given  to  the  Visiting  Committee,  who  have  so  punc- 
tually, and  discriminatingly  performed  their  duty. 

To  the  economy  of  the  Institution,  and  admirable 
management  of  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Momlaws,  the  Board 
have  great  pleasure  in  giving  their  testimony.  The  num- 
ber of  years  she  has  effectually  filled  that  position  en- 
sure for  her  their  utmost  confidence. 

The  Managers  would  likewise  express  their  satisfac- 
tion in  the  Resident  Physician  Geo.  T.  Elliott,  Jr.  M.  D., 
whose  skilful  and  successful  treatment  has  been  so  kindly 
and  unremittingly  bestowed  upon  the  patients. 

The  Board  again  testify,  and  would  add  a  tribute  of 
thanks  to  the  Attending  Physicians,  for  the  promptness 
and  kindness  with  which  they  have  attended  in  extreme 
cases. 

We  have  to  lament  the  death  of  Mrs.  Richard 
Fellows,  who  for  years  united  with  us  in  council  and 
effort,  and  by  her  meekness  and  Christian  spirit,  won 
the  confidence  and  esteem  of  her  associate  Managers. 

To  the  sympathy  of  our  own  citizens,  we  would  ear- 
nestly plead,  and  hopefully  appeal. 

Happy  the  man,  whose  tender  care 
Relieves  the  poor  distress'd  ! 
When  troubles  compass  him  around, 
The  Lord  shall  give  him  rest.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSULTING  PHYSICIANS. 


The  Board  of  Consulting  Physicians  offer  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Asylum,  a  brief  abstract  of  the  Report  to 
them  of  the  Resident  Physician,  Dr.  Elliott  : — 

"Since  March  13th,  1852,  471  women  have  been  gratui- 
fously  attended  at  their  homes  by  the  District  Physicians. 
There  have  been  142  women  confined  in  the  Asylum,  who 
have  given  birth  to  145  children,  viz. :  77  boys,  and  5S  girls. 
There  having  been  three  cases  of  twins.  Not  one  of  the  mo- 
thers have  died. 

Since  its  foundation,  the  Asylum  has  afforded  shelter  to 
1.900  women  in  their  confinement ;  and  has  furnished  gratui- 
tous medical  aid  to  6,200  women  at  their  own  homes." 

In  connection  with  the  above  favorable  statement,  it  affords" 
great  satisfaction  to  the  Board  of  Consulting  Physicians  to 
find  so  many  additional  comforts  to  the  inmates  of  the  Institu- 
tion ;  and  that  we  have  now,  all  that  can  be  required  to  carry 
out  the  views  of  its  founders. 

The  Board  acknowledge  with  great  satisfaction,  the  strict 
attention  of  the  Attending  Physicians,  and  also  the  deep  inte- 
rest of  your  Resident  in  faithfully  performing  his  duties.

CONSTITUTION* 


OF 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asjdum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third. 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  special 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asjium  every  year. 

Art.  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  pnperty  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate:  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  March,  when  the  concurrence  of  four-fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  altera'ions  in  the  Constitution 
as  they  may  deem  advisable. 
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CHAPTER  I. 

Officers. 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitution, 
the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses, 

L  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting ;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when  she 
shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to  all 
her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  managers,  at  least  one  day  previous 
to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  preced- 
ing meeting  at  length. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institution 
without  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  re- 
solution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  hook  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  received 
on  the  fuiids  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the  latter 
case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and  take 
such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

Ill  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been  Six 
Months  in  the  Country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  withoutjpermission,  or 
otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion,  dis- 
charge her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  property 
of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and  servants 
of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  several  duties. 
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IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting, 

II.  It  6hallbe  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 

effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  obsened,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  th3  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
appointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians. 

I  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed. 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once  a 
vreek,  and  ofiener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should  be 
unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance  of 
another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Phj-sician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physican  in  attendance 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  matron  where  he  may  be  found. 
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VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  cind  age  of  the 
patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relalion  to  the  case  as 
may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

CHATTER  VIII. 

.Matron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and 
all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  her  special  permis- 
sion. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spiiits  are 
used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician,  for 
the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 


CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum. 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 
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V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  lo  the  foregoing  regulations, 

or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I,  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting;  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved. 
HI.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

IV.  The  report  of  the  Special  Committees. 

V.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer, 

IX.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order 
specified  above  for  the  reports. 

X.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  Insti- 
tution, may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which  when  prac- 
ticable, shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

By-Laws. 

I.  No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws, 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II,  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be.  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85 
Marion-street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock.

The  Managers  of  the  New- York  Lying-In  Asy- 
lum, respectfully  submit  their  report  to  the  friends 
and  patrons  of  the  Institution  over  which  they  preside, 
and  which  for  Thirty-oxe  Years,  has  been  conduct- 
ed with  Christian,  cordial,  love,  and  harmony,  among 
its  Managers — but,  before  reviewing  the  transactions  of 
the  past  year,  would  return  their  thanks  for  the  bless- 
ing which  has  so  signally  crowned  their  labors,  and 
placed  this  Asylum  preeminent  in  this  country.  It  is 
with  the  deepest  emotions  of  gratitude  that  they  have 
been  enabled  to  afford  shelter  and  protection,  through 
their  hour  of  peril,  and  suffering  to  145  virtuous  and 
respectable  women ;  all  have  done  well,  with  one 
exception,  who  died  from  a  disease  of  long  standing, 
over  wrhich  no  human  power  had  any  control ;  which 
is  without  parallel,  considering  the  number  admitted, 
and  the  hardships  endured  previous  to  their  entering 
the  Asylum ;  proving  clearly  that  nothing  is  wanting 
in  skillful  treatment,  or  tender  care, 

Our  Institution  has  been  the  means  of  furnishing 
over  one  hundred  families  with  wet-nurses,  and  it  is  the 
subject  of  comment  that  they  have  so  seldom  proved 
unfaithful,  an  advantage  only  fully  appreciated  by 
those  who  have  had  occasion  to  require  one;  and 
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know  the  anxiety  and  solicitude  dependent  upon  a 
proper  selection. 

An  impression  has  gone  abroad,  that  this  is  a  Ro- 
man Catholic  Institution.  Such  is  not  the  case,  all  are 
received  without  regard  to  religion  or  country ;  the 
only  requisite  for  admission  being  satisfactory  evidence 
of  marriage,  a  residence  of  six  months  in  the  country, 
and  testimonial  of  good  character, — yet  it  is  gratifying 
to  state,  that  a  large  number  of  the  recipients  are  Pro- 
testants, and  many  of  them  Americans. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  that  the  Managers  still  retain 
the  valuable  supervision  of  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Monilaws, 
who  from  year  to  year,  discharges  her  duty  with 
faithfulness.  Not  only  does  she  attend  to  the  bodily 
comfort  of  the  patients ;  but  is  not  regardless  of  their 
spiritual  welfare. 

The  Board  would  also  acknowledge  their  obliga- 
tions to  Dr.  Elliot,  for  his  disinterested  and  untiring 
professional  services,  and  take  this  opportunity  to 
express  their  entire  confidence  in  his  skill. 

To  the  Consulting  Physicians,  the  Managers 
would  return  their  most  grateful  thanks.  It  is  a  source 
of  great  relief,  that  they  have  the  privilege  of  calling 
upon  them,  in  cases  of  emergency. 

By  referring  to  the  Treasurer's  report  it  will  be 
seen,  that  we  have  -more  cause  for  thankfulness  than 
complaint,  the  bequests  of  the  late  Mr.  Samuel  M. 
Thompson  and  Mr.  Charles  Ridgvvay,  together  with 
several  liberal  donations,  and  the  annual  subscriptions, 
place  us  beyond  immediate  want.    Still  our  demands 
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for  support  are  very  strong,  and  from  its'peculiar  nature 
can  never  be  prominently  brought  before  the  public, — 
but  surely  there  can  be  no  class  more  deserving  of 
sympathy  and  assistance  than  the  widow,  and  father- 
less infant,  and  under  no  circumstances  can  their  claims 
be  more  urgent  than  when  requiring  an  Asylum  like 
ours. 

In  commending  the  Institution  to  Him  without 
whose  permission  a  sparrow  cannot  fall  to  the  ground  ; 
we  pray,  that  He  may  put  into  the  hearts  of  those 
"  who  are  rich  in  this  world's  goods  ;  that  they  be 
ready  to  give  and  glad  to  distribute."

CONSTITUTION 


OF 

THE  NEW- YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  irom  their  own  number,  a  First,  SeociH,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but, 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  S  lperin- 
tending  and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  plac  -s  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  va-ancips 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board  ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  ami  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  th  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  .-pecial 
meetings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollar  ;  annu- 
ally shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  reco  amend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art  vii.  Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  ye  ir  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  s  all  be  a 
P  tron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  iwo 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a. 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  I  heir  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  sei vices  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funds  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  he  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part  ;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  ber 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xix.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  April,  when  the  concurrence  of  four-fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
*s  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS 


OF  THE

CHAPTER  I. 

Officers. 

The  r  ^cers  sh  all  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitution,- 
the  By-Lt-vvs,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses, 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  the  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  ;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Ill  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least  once 
sn  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
ihall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when  she 
shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to  all 
her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

L  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  managers,  at  least  one  day  previous 
to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  preced- 
ing meeting  at  length. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  bhall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institution 
witho  it  a  written  order  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  re- 
solution of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  th?  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  T»#S»ury  to 
the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting. 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  received 
on  the  fu  ids  of  the  Society  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the  latter 
case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and  take 
such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

Ill  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

IV.  Xo  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been  Six 
Months  in  the  Country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  pn»per  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission,  or 
otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion,  dis- 
charge her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  property 
of  the  A«ylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and  servants 
of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  several  duties. 
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IX.  They  shall  hwve  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspcc  ivg  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  ot  ihem  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting, 

II.  It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shall  be  their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  ot  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  th 3  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  their 
app  ointment,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed". 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  once  a 
week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  should  be 
unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance  of 
another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physican  in  attendance 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited. 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  matron  where  he  may  be  found. 
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VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age  of  the 
patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case  as 
may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

JWalron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and 
all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  t  ake  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  the  house  without  her  special  permis- 
sion. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  orspiiitsare 
used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician,  for 
the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the'  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions, 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum, 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Physician  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 
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V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regulations, 
or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading  a 
portion  of  Scripture. 

lit.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  the  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order 
specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  Insti- 
tution, may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which  when  prac- 
ticable, shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

By-Laws. 

I.  No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws, 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the 
time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II,  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85 
Marion-street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of

The  Managers  are  again,  by  the  mercies  of  an 
All-wise  Disposer,  brought  to  the  close  of  another 
current  year ;  and  are  reminded  of  His  great  good- 
ness, in  permitting  them  to  assemble  on  this  our  Thirty- 
second  Anniversary,  without  having  to  record  a  single 
death,  either  among  its  managers  or  patients.  One 
hundred  and  seventy-five  have  been  received  into  the 
house ;  one  hundred  and  forty-two  have  been  confin- 
ed ;  many  have  returned  to  their  respective  homes ; 
and  a  large  number  have  left  as  wet  nurses. 

The  class  of  patients  admitted  have  been  most  re- 
spectable. The  last  year,  in  particular,  having  been 
peculiarly  disastrous  to  the  mechanic  and  working- 
man.  The  severity  of  the  winter,  the  high  price  of 
fuel,  provisions  and  rent,  have  forced  many  to  ask  an 
asylum,  that  under  ordinary  circumstances  would  not 
have  required  it. 

Language  is  inadequate  to  express  the  feelings  of" 
the  husband,  who,  for  want  of  employment,  is  unable 
to  provide  the  means  of  necessity  and  comfort  to  the 
object  of  his  tender  solicitude,  and  is  thereby  com- 
pelled to  ask  our  shelter  and  care  for  her  in  the  time 
of  her  greatest  need.    Many,  too,  have  been  widows — 
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made  so  by  the  epidemic  which  swept  over  our  city 
last  summer ;  whilst  others  have  been  equally  desti- 
tute from  abandonment  by  cruel  or  intemperate  hus- 
bands. 

Our  Institution  is  of  a  nature  little  known  or  appre- 
ciated, except  by  those  brought  familiarly  acquainted 
with  its  extent  and  usefulness  ;  and  can  never,  from  its 
humble  and  quiet  position  among  other  objects  of  bene- 
volence in  our  city,  expect  contributions  from  those 
who  give  to  be  seen  of  men. 

In  the  admission  of  patients,  the  Committe  have 
been  particular  in  ascertaining  the  circumstances  of 
each  individual,  that  none  should  be  received  that  are 
not  perfectly  unexceptional ;  hence  the  demand  for  wet- 
nurses  from  our  Institution,  which  is  becoming  daily  of 
more  importance. 

The  Resident  Physician,  Dr.  E.  R.  Pulling,  who 
was  appointed  a  year  since,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occa- 
sioned by  the  resignation  of  Geo.  T.  Elliot,  M.  D.. 
has  been  highly  recommended  by  our  Board  of  Physi- 
cians ;  the  tender  care,  and  skillful  treatment  experi- 
enced by  the  patients,  give  ample  proof  of  his  'fitness 
for  the  situation. 

In  the  experience  of  the  past  twelve  months,  there 
been  no  material  change  in  the  previous  efforts  to 
carry  out  the  design  of  the  Establishment;  it  is  still 
under  the  general  charge  of  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Monilaws. 
who  for  twenty  years,  has  discharged  her  duties  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  Managers.  To  the  quiet, 
cieanliness,  proper  diet,  and  contentment  of  the  inmates, 
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is  attributed  the  exemption  from  the  epidemics  of  a 
large  city. 

The  Board  again  with  pleasure,  bear  testimony  to 
the  unwearied  attention  of  the  Attending  Physicians, 
as  also  to  the  promptness  of  the  Consulting  Physicians, 
when  any  case  occurred  requiring  their  advice. 

In  reviewing  the  more  unfavorable  events,  it  will  be 
perceived,  that  the  hard  times  is  felt  even  here:  by  re- 
ferring to  our  subscription  list,  and  to  the  Treasurers 
account  received  therefrom,  that  subscribers  have  not 
been  so  prompt  in  the  payment  of  their  dues,  whilst 
others  have  been  obliged  to  withdraw. 

As  the  Institution  is  supported  by  voluntary  contri- 
butions and  subscriptions,  we  hope  that  the  means  at 
our  disposal,  will  never  be  so  restricted,  as  to  compel 
us  to  refuse  a  deserving  applicant ;  but  that  Providence 
will  continue  to  smile  upon  us,  and  enable  us  to  offer 
an  Asyluui  to  the  worthy  and  destitute,  in  the  hour  at 
which  the  heart  trembles,  when  surrounded  by  every 
comfort.  Kind  friends  and  patrons,  "in  giving  may 
you  be  doubly  blessed"  by  "  Him  who  loves  a  cheerful 
giver."

CONSTITUTION 


OF 

THE  NEW-YORK  ASYLUM  FOR  LYING-IN  WOMEN. 


Art.  i.    This  Society  shall   be  denominated  "  The  New-York 
Asylum  for  Lying-in  women." 

Art.  ii.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  furnish  com- 
fortable accommodations,  and  skilful  medical  attendance  to  repu- 
table females,  who  desire  an  asylum  during  the  period  of  their 
confinement. 

Art.  hi.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  thirty-three  females,  who  shall 
elect  by  ballot,  from  their  own  number,  a  First,  Second,  Third, 
Fourth,  Fifth,  and  Sixth  Directress,  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year — but, 
any  one  or  all  of  them  shall  be  re-eligible  to  office  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Managers. 

Art.  iv.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  six  Superin- 
tending and  Consulting  Physicians,  who  shall  hold  their  places  until 
displaced  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  their  associates. 

Art.  v.  The  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  their  own  Board ;  the  Physicians  shall  in  like 
manner  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  Board,  and  to 
appoint  all  the  medical  officers  of  the  Asylum.  All  other  offices 
and  appointments  shall  be  made,  designated  and  filled,  at  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Managers,  who  shall  also  have  power  to  call  specia- 
mee  tings. 

Art.  vi.  Each  subscriber  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  annul 
ally  shall  be  a  metnbsr  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
one  patient  to  the  Asylum  every  year. 

Art.  vii.    Each  subscriber  of  five  dollars  annually  shall  be  a. 
member  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend,  each  year  of  the 
continuance  of  such  subscription,  two  patients  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  viii.  Each  contributor  of  twenty  five  dollars  at  one  time, 
shall  be  an  Honorary  Member  for  life,  and  be  entitled  to  recommend 
to  the  Asylum  one  patient  in  every  year. 

Art.  ix.  Each  contributor  of  forty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
Patron  of  the  Society,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  two 
patients  every  year. 
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Art.  x.  Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  lime  shall  be  a 
Benefactor,  and  entitled  to  recommend  to  the  Asylum  three  patients 
annually. 

Art.  xi.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
persons  honorary  members  as  shall  have,  by  their  influence  or  contri- 
butions, rendered  essential  services  to  the  Asylum. 

Art.  xii.  The  Managers  shall  meet  monthly,  or  oftener  by  ad- 
journment if  necessary. 

Art.  xiii.  Ssven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be 
competent  to  the  transaction  of  any  business,  except  the  disposal 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  of  the  property  or  stock  composing  the  per- 
manent funis  of  the  corporation,  or  of  its  real  estate;  for  which 
purpose  (so  excepted)  thirteen  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  of  whom  at  least  one  Directress  and  the  Treasurer 
for  the  time  being  shall  always  constitute  a  part ;  "and  the  concur- 
rence of  one  of  them  shall  be  requisite  to  give  effect  to  the  measure 
proposed. 

Art.  xiv.  That  the  Directress  first  in  numerical  order,  who 
shall  be  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  of  the  Society  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  all  the  Di- 
rectresses, such  other  Manager  shall  preside  as  shall  be  designated 
by  those  present  for  that  purpose. 

Art.  xv.  The  Mmagers  shall  appoint  a  Visiting  Committee 
from  their  own  number,  monthly  or  quarterly,  who  shall  attend  at  the 
Asylum  on  two  days  of  every  week,  from  10  to  12  o'clock,  to  receive 
and  decide  upon  all  applications  of  patients  for  admission  to  the  Asy- 
lum, and  for  which  purpose  they  shall  have  discretionary  powers. 

Art.  xvi.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  report  in  writing  to  the 
Managers,  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

Art.  xvii.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  give  every  assistance 
to  the  managers  in  the  government  of  the  Asylum,  and  in  the  admis- 
sion of  patients.  One  of  them  shall  attend  at  every  meeting  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  one  of  them  shall  also  report  to  the  Managers 
at  every  monthly  meeting 

Art.  xviii.  No  person  can  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  Manager, 
or  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual  election  for  a  Board  of  managers,  ex- 
cept such  persons  of  the  female  sex  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
yearly  subscribers  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars. 

Art.  xrx.  The  annual  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  April,  when  the  concurrence  of  four-fifths 
of  the  members  present  may  make  such  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
as  they  may  deem  advisable. 


BY-LAWS

CHAPTER  I. 

Officers. 

ip 

The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties  directed  by  the  Constitution, 
the  By-Laws,  and  Resolutions  of  the  Society. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Directresses, 

I.  The  First  Directress  shall,  whenever  requested  in  writing  by 
any  three  of  th#  Managers,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  meeting ;  a  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  each  Manager,  at  least  twenty-four  hours  previous 
to  said  meeting. 

II.  The  First  Directress  shall  appoint  all  Committees,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  special  resolution  of  the  Board. 

III.  She  shall  have  no  vote  on  any  question  unless  there  should 
be  an  equal  division  of  voices. 

IV.  Two  of  the  Directresses  shall  visit  the  Asylum  at  least  once 
in  every  month,  to  inspect  the  general  state  of  the  Institution,  and 
shall  report  their  observations  thereon  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Managers. 

V.  If  the  office  of  First  Directress  should  be  vacant,  or  when  she 
shall  be  absent,  the  highest  Directress  present  shall  succeed  to  all 
her  rights  and  duties. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Secretary. 

I.  She  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Managers  and  take 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  transcribe  them 
into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

II.  She  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  each  of  the  managers,  at  least  one  day  previous 
to  such  meeting. 
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III.  At  every  meeting  she  shall  read  the  minutes  of  the  preced- 
ing meeting  at  length. 

IV.  She  shall  notify  each  Manager,  of  her  election,  immediate- 
ly after  the  anniversary  meeting. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Treasurer. 

I.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  to  the  Society  sufficient  and  ample 
security  for  the  fulfilment  of  her  duties  ;  she  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Society,  together  with  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  its  property. 

II.  She  shall  pay  no  moneys  for  the  expenses  of  the  Institution 
without  a  written  ct'der  from  the  Visiting  Committee,  or  by  a  re- 
solution of  the  Board. 

II L  She  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  contained  an  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Institution. 

IV.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  report  the  state  of  the  Treasury  to 
the  Board,  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

Visiting  Committee. 

I.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  each,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each 
monthly  meeting.  • 

II.  They  shall  determine  whether  the  applicant  shall  be  received 
on  the  funds  of  the  Society,  or  as  a  pay  patient,  and  in  the  latter 
case  they  shall  agree  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  weekly,  and  take 
such  security  as  they  may  deem  requisite. 

III.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes  and  enter  therein  the 
names  of  all  patients  received  or  discharged,  and  of  such  other 
business  as  comes  before  them,  which  book  must  be  laid  before  the 
Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting. 

.  IV.  No  applicants  shall  be  admitted  unless  they  have  been  Six 
Months  in  the  Country. 

V.  They  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such  regulations 
as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution,  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  are  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

VI.  If  any  patient  shall  leave  the  house  without  permission,  or 
otherwise  misbehave,  the  Committee  may  at  their  discretion,  dis- 
charge her. 

VII.  They  shall  take  care  that  the  Institution  is  supplied  with 
Bibles,  and  such  other  religious  books  as  they  may  think  useful. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  a  general  charge  and  care  of  the  property 
of  the  Asylum  and  shall  frequently  remind  the  matron  and  servants 
of  the  necessity  of  economy,  cleanliness,  and  good  conduct,  in  the 
discharge  of  their  several  duties. 
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IX.  They  shall  have  power  to  hire  and  dismiss  all  the  nurses 
and  servants  employed  in  and  about  the  Asylum. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Inspecting  Committee. 

I.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months,  one  of  them  to  be  appointed  at  each  monthly 
meeting, 

II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspecting  Committee  to  inquire 
whether  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Managers,  relative 
to  the  management  and  economy  of  the  house,  are  carried  into 
effect. 

III.  It  shall  be'their  duty  at  each  weekly  visit  to  inquire  into 
the  behavior  of  the  matron  and  nurses  towards  the  patients,  to 
examine  particularly  whether  economy  be  observed,  and  as  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  apartments  and  bedding,  whether  the  provisions 
are  of  good  quality,  and  whether  the  patients  are  allowed  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  ;  they  are  also  to  enquire  whether  any  improvement 
can  be  made  for  the  greater  comfort  of  th3  patients. 

IV.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  their 
proceedings  and  observations  relative  to  all  the  objects  of  thert 
appointment,  which  hook  shall  be  laid  before  the  Managers  at 
every  monthly  meeting. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Physicians. 

I.  The  Board  of  Physicians  shall  make  such  arrangements  that 
the  Asylum  may  be  attended  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed 

II.  One  Physician  shall  visit  every  patient  in  the  Asylum  em  e  a 
week,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  and  if  from  any  cause  he  shou  d  be 
unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  the  attendance  f 
another  member  of  the  Board. 

III.  They  shall  appoint  a  Resident  Physician,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  in  all  ordinary  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
house. 

IV.  In  all  difficult  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Resident 
Physician  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Physican  in  attendance 
who  shall  thereupon  visit  the  Asylum,  and  render  such  assistance 
as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  in  case  a  consultation  shall  be  by 
him  deemed  advisable,  all  the  Consulting  Physicians  shall  be 
invited 

V.  Whenever  the  Resident  Physician  goes  out  he  shall  leave 
notice  with  the  matron  where  he  may  be  found. 
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VI.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  cases  which  may  occur  in  the 
Asylum.  In  this  register  shall  be  entered  the  name  and  age  of  the 
patient,  and  such  other  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  case  as 
may  be  thought  interesting. 

VII.  The  Consulting  Physicians  may  recommend  patients  to  be 
received  during  the  recess  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  in  cases  of 
emergrencv.

C  II  A  P  T  £  R  VIII. 

JMatron. 

I.  The  Managers  shall  appoint  a  Matron,  who  shall  hold  her 
office  daring  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

II.  She  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  Asylum,  and  see 
that  the  regulations  of  the  Managers  and  the  directions  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  are  carried  into  effect ;  she  shall  purchase, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  fuel,  provisions,  and 
all  other  stores  for  the  use  of  the  Asylum. 

III.  She  shall  keep  under  her  key  all  wines,  spirits,  sugar,  and 
molasses,  and  all  other  stores  and  necessaries. 

IV.  She  must  take  care  of  all  the  household  goods  and  furniture. 

V.  All  the  patients,  nurses,  and  servants,  must  be  obedient  to 
her,  and  must  not  go  out  of  th^  house  without  her  special  permis- 
sion. She  shall  take  particular  care  that  no  wine  or  spiiits  are 
used  in  the  Asylum,  except  by  the  direction  of  the  Physician,  for 
the  use  of  the  patients. 

VI.  If  the  nurses,  servants,  or  patients,  shall  use  profane  lan- 
guage, or  otherwise  misbehave,  she  shall  report  the  offender  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

VII.  If  a  patient  should  die  in  the  house,  leaving  clothes  or 
other  articles  of  value,  the  Matron  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Visiting  Committee  who  shall  make  a  minute  of  such  report  in 
their  book,  and  give  her  the  necessary  directions. 

CHAPTER  IX. 

Patients. 

I.  No  patient  shall  leave  the  house  unless  by  permission  of  the 
Matron,  nor  introduce  any  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Asylum 

II.  Such  patients  as  are  able,  shall  assist  in  nursing  others,  and 
in  such  other  services  as  the  matron  shall  require. 

III.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  the  Asylum  more  than  four 
weeks  after  confinement,  unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attending 
Pnysician  it  shall  be  necessary. 

IV.  No  infant  shall  be  permitted  to  be  taken  from  the  Asylum 
without  having  been  previously  vaccinated. 
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V.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  foregoing  regulations, 
or  shall  use  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
other  immorality,  the  Matron,  with  the  consent  of  the  Resident 
Physician,  may  immediately  discharge  her. 

CHAPTER  X. 

Order  of  Business. 

I.  After  the  Board  is  called  to  order,  no  person  shall  speak 
audibly,  excepting  on  the  immediate  business  of  the  meeting,  and 
addressing  herself  to  the  presiding  officer. 

II.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  by  the  Secretary's  reading  a 
portion  of  Scripture. 

III.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  last  meeting. 

V.  The  report  of  the  Special  Committees. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Physicians. 

VII.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

VIII.  The  report  of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

IX.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer, 

X.  The  appointment  of  the  respective  Committees  in  the  order 
specified  above  for  the  reports. 

XI.  Any  other  business  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  Insti- 
tution, may  next  be  introduced  for  consideration,  which  when  prac- 
ticable, shall  be  done  by  written  resolution. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

By  Laics. 

I.  No  alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  to  the  By-Laws, 
without  notice  thereof  being  given  at  least  one  month. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

Addenda. 

I.  Every  Manager  who  shall  be  absent  thirty  minutes  after  the  - 
time  appointed  for  meeting,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents, 
unless  a  satisfactory  reason  can  be  offered. 

II,  Should  the  weather  prove  unfavorable  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  the  month,  the  meeting  will  be  held  the  next  Tuesday  ;  should 
that  day  also  be  unpleasant,  on  the  succeeding  Tuesday. 

Notice. — The  Visiting  Committee  attend  at  the  Asylum,  85 
Marion-street,  on  Tuesday  of  every  week,  between  the  hours  of 
Eleven  and  One  o'clock.
